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have  their  offence  rank  in  our  nostrils,  and  their  cor 


ruptions  in  our  eyes  the  time  is  come  to  turn  in  the  cleansing 
waters.  They  will  be  the  w'aters  of  Mara  to  faction  j  but  sweet 
waters  to  the  nation. 

A  declaration  to  the  effect,  “that  no  Orangeman  should  hold  a 
Commission  of  the  Peace,  or  any  place  under  the  Crown, ia 
anxiously  expected  from  the  House  of  Commons  in  the  sessiou 
about  to  open.  Such  a  declaration  is  the  only  basis  upon  which  a 
substantial  reform  of  the  Irish  magistracy  is  practicable,  and  with¬ 
out  such  a  reform  no  plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  country  can 
take  effect.  An  Orange  magistracy  makes  a  turbulent  peasantry. 
When  the  rich  are  in  factious  confederacy,  the  poor  will  be  in  law¬ 
less  combination.  Agrarian  disturbances  arc  of  easy  solutio*;,^  when 
we  see  the  magisterial  bench  at  a  Court  of  Quarter  sessions  se¬ 
lected  by  a  throng  of  Justices  as  a  fit  place  for  venti-g  their  factious 
spite  against  the  Government  through  the  pe’:;,on  of  a  gentleman 
holding  a  judicial  office. 

We  perceive  that  Lord  Morpeth  hnj;;,*  addressed  a  circular  letter 
to  the  magistrates  who  took  a  ^»i*^ominent  part  in  the  disgraceful 
proceedings  we  allude  to,  caj'/.ng  upon  them  for  an  exjilanation  of 
their  conduct.  It  will  ttisk  the  ingenuity  of  these  gentlemen  to 
give  any  reply  that  will  not  warrant  the  Chancellor  to  relieve  them 
instantly  from  the  duties  of  the  Quorum. 

There  are  other  ways,  however,  of  clipping  the  Orange  claws, 
and  drawing  the  Orange  teeth,  besides  the  purification  of  the 
magistracy.  To  reform  the  Orangeman  thoroughly,  we  must  reform 
the  Church  and  the  Corporations.  We  must  dispossess  him  of  all 
his  strong-holds  and  fastnesses.  We  must  dislodge  him  from  every 
height,  and  give  him  no  rest,  except  on  the  |)Iain.  Besides  the 
Establishment,  which  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  citadel,  the  island 
is  studded  over  with  the  smaller  fortresses  of  municipal  corruption, 
and  the  people  alone  have  no  ground  of  vantage.  The  people  who 
ought  to  be  everything  are  nothing:  a  faction  which  ought  to  be 
nothing  is  everything.  Instead  of  the  institution  existing  for  the 
nation,  the  nation  exists  for  the  institution.  If  this  is  order,  what 
is  anarchy  ?  If  this  is  society,  why  did  men  quit  the  woods  ?  And 
what  have  been  the  fruits  of  these  monopolies,  and  what  the  result 
of  this  unjust  partition  of  power  ?  The  State,  like  a  weak  parent, 
has  demoralised  the  object  of  her  fondness.  The  pampered  child 
of  privilege  disfilays  the  usual  vices  of  the  spoiled  darling.  The 
fiivourite  of  the  law  is  ever  in  mischief.  The  **  enfant  of  the 

legislature  is  selfish,  violent,  voluptuous,  and  cruel.  The  pet  party 
is  lost  to  all  public  principle,  and  to  all  sense  of  morality  and  religion. 

Reformation  is  an  arduous  task  where  immorality  is  so  invoterate 
a  habit;  but  whether  the  proHigate  is  rcclaimable  or  not,  can  only 
be  known  by  taking  the  proper  method  with  him,  and  the  way  of 
dealing  with  the  Orangeman  for  his  amendment  is  plainly  indicated 
by  the  treatment  which  generated  the  vices  of  his  character.  He 
has  bee*  pampered,  and  he  must  fast ;  he  has  been  permitted  to 
trample  on  others,  and  he  must  now  be  kept  under  himself;  but  he 
must  not  in  turn  be  the  subject  of  oppression.  From  ascendancy 
he  must  descend  to  an  equal  footing  with  his  former  subjects,  and 
there  he  must  be  protected  against  the  very  wrongs  he  has  indicted 
on  others.  Justice  to  all  must  be  the  great  aim  of  the  Irish  Go¬ 
vernment,  and,  ot  a  truth,  it  will  be  a  consummation  of  no  small 
difficulty. 


REFORM  OF  THE  ORANGEMAN. 

We  do  not  hold  the  Orangeman  to  be  irreclaimable.  When  it  is 
said  that  he  is  past  correction,  we  reply  that  the  proper  discipline 
has  never  been  steadily  applied.  There  arc  spoiled  men  as  well  as 
spoiled  children ;  and  the  former  are  to  be  given  over  no  more  than 
the  latter,  while  a  single  moral  remedy  remains  untried  ; — still  less 
are  they  to  be  despaired  of,  before  fair  experimentJias  been  made 
of  the  most  scientific  mode  of  treatment. 

The  notion  of  reforming  the  Orangemen  will  to  many  seem  a 
Laputan  scheme.  An  enthusiast,  of  Mr  Owen’s  stamp,  having  one 
day  pushed  his  speculations  upon  universal  improvement  so  far  as 
to  say  that  he  would  undertake  to  educate  tigers,  Adam  Smith,  who 
was  present,  said,  “  He  should  like  to  see  the  professor  in  the  same 
cage  with  a  pair  of  his  pupils.”  We  are  sensible  that  the  opinion 
which  we  have  just  now  advanced,  exposes  us  to  a  like  sarcasm ; 
but  we  maintain  it  stedfastly  not  the  less.  Strongly  as  we  should 
object  to  be  caged  with  a  couple  of  Grand  Masters,  or  Grand 
Secretaries,  we  are  mistaken  if  there  are  not  methods  of  taming  the 
fiercest  Orangemen  or  Purplemen  of  the  jungle. 

The  proper  mode  of  dealing  with  this  party  is  analogous  to  that 
of  taming  wild  beasts  :  it  consists  in  claw-clipping,  fang-pulling,  and 
low  diet.  In  a  civilised  state  no  man  ought  to  be  dangerous  to  his 
neighbour.  Nothing  can  be  juster  than  to  deprive  men  of  the 
power  of  injuring  or  annoying  others ;  and  this  is  the  utmost  that 
we  propose  to  take  from  our  opponents  : — 

Themselves  unharmful,  let  them  live  unharmed ; 

Their  claws  disabled,  and  their  jaws  disarmed.” 

The  Orange  diet  is  in  a  great  measure  an  affair  of  the  executive ; 
and  we  may  safely  leave  the  arrangement  of  it  to  Lord  Mulgrave. 
In  the  Anglesey  and  Wellesley  Administrations  the  Orangeman  fed 
as  well  as  in  the  most  luxurious  days  of  Toryism ;  and,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  his  high  feeding,  he  grew  rampant  and  vicious.  For  the  last 
twelvemonth,  however,  he  has  been  on  Reform  regimen :  he  has 
had  no  Lord  Lieutenancies  of  counties,  no  Attorney- Generalships, 
no  ermine  rpbes,  no  Castle  situations,  none  of  those  savoury  dishes 
of  office  and  salary  which  inflame  the  blood  and  generate  insolent 
humours.  The  ferocity  that  he  now  exhibits  is  but  the  result  of 
past  indulgence ;  we  have  only  to  keep  him  steadily  upon  his  pre¬ 
sent  allowance,  to  make  him  in  a  few  years  a  tolerably  social 
animal. 

One  of  the  best  of  the  good  things  upon  which  faction  was  wont 
to  riot  in  Ireland  was  the  office  of  High  Sheriff'  in  the  counties. 
This  was  “  too  choleric  a  meat,”  and  as  bad  for  Orangemen  as  for 
shrews ;  accordingly  the  Irish  Government,  with  the  sound  discre¬ 
tion  of  Orumio,  ordered  it  from  the  table,  unmoved  by  the  piteous 
exclamations  of  the  disappointed  termagants  in  the  Judges’  lists : — 

**  ’Tis  passing  good  .1  pr’ythec  let  irie  have  it.” 

We  noticed  some  time  since  the  mode  of  appointing  County 
Sheriffs  in  Ireland,  and  the  way  in  which  the  last  judicial  returns 
were  made  up.  Founding  their  calculations  upon  the  hollow  or  the 
cowardly  policy  of  preceding  vicero3'alties,  the  Tories  reckoned 
confidently  upon  a  strict  adherence  to  the  old  routine  of  nomina¬ 
tion,  and  they  concluded  that  to  secure  for  themselves  the  posses¬ 
sion  for  the  current  year,  of  all  the  shrievalties  in  Ireland,  with  all 
the  appurtenant  emoluments,  powers,  and  influences,  they  had  only 
to  submit  to  the  Castle  a  catalogue  of  country  gentlemen,  so  care¬ 
fully  winnowed,  that  the  power  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  make  a 
selection,  would  have  been  precisely  that  kind  of  choice  which 
Horne  Tooke  compared  to  **  the  right  of  choosing  a  dozen  oranges 
out  of  a  box  of  rotten  ones.”  The  Lord  Lieutenant,  however,  not 
only  declined  to  choose  from  the  rotten  oranges,  but  from  oranges 
of  any  kind  or  quality.  He  gave  the  country  the  benefit  of  a  fair 
and  sound  fruit. 

^oily  with  the  Edinburgh  Reviewer  in  thinking  that  “the 
resolute  withstanding  of  Orange  accessions  to  office  ”  is  doing  as 
much  as  the  people  have  a  right  to  expqct  from  the  executive.  It  is 
for  Parliament  to  deal  with  Orangeisni  iii  any  place  of  authority.  The 
claw-clipping  and  the  fang-drawing  is  the  province  of  the  House  of 
Commons.  It  is  for  them  to  act  in  the  all-important  approaching  ses¬ 
sion  upon  the  information  accumulated  in  the  last;  and  to  turn  the 
labours  of  their  8elect  Committees  to  good  account.  What  is  faith 
Without  practice — or  the  revelation  of  Orange  enormities  without  the 
oppression  of  the  Orange  system  ?  There  has  never  been,  in  all  our 
Pvliamentary  history,  so  complete  a  body  of  evidence  collected 
•fwnsta  criminal,  as  the  inquiry  into  the  Orange  Lodges  and  So- 
5**Hes  has  amassed  aninst  the  Portman  Square  confederacy,  pi  all 
ramifications.  Why  examine  the  dens  of  corruption  but  to 


THE  COMING  SESSION. 

Each  session  since  the  year  1830  has  been  pronounced  the  most 
imiportant  in  the  history  of  the  country,  and  each,  in  its  time,  has 
with  truth  been  so  described,  for  things  are  step  by  step  advancing 
to  the  great  decisive  struggle  between  the  people  interested  in 
reformation,  and  the  faction  interested  in  opposing  it.  In  each 
year  the  contest  is  renewed  with  inqiroved  powers.  Last  session 
Municipal  Reform  was  the  great  object  to  be  gained,  now  it  is  u 
vantage  ground  securing  the  popular  position;  and  so  it  is  that  out¬ 
work  after  outwork,  battery  after  battery,  is  taken,  and  the  guns 
spiked  or  turned  against  the  enemy. 

The  Tories,  whose  boasts  are  as  easy  to  them  as  all  their  other 
exercises  of  invention,  may  vaunt  of  triumphs  in  store  for  them  in 
a  paulo-post  future,  but  they  cannot  escape  from  the  ugly  reflection 
that  with  the  rotten  corporations  at  their  backs  they  were  beaten  at 
the  last  general  election,  and  how  much  diminished  are  their  means 
of  success  now  that  such  aid  is  swept  away.  It  is  true  that  the 
whole  of  their  loss  in  the  corporations  is  not  to  the  same  extent 
gain  to  the  Reformers,  for  the  Reformers  have  not  the  powers  of 
corruption,  or  the  vice  to  exercise  them ;  but  the  Tories  are  so  much 
the  weaker  for  the  loss  of  those  dishonest  resources,  and  the  Re¬ 
formers  are  strengthened,  against  weakened  antagonists,  by  poa- 
session  of  the  fair  influences  of  authority,  which  must  alwayti  be  ef 
considerable  power. 

At  the  opening  of  the  campaign  there  is  every  reason  for  con* 
fidence.  The  country  is  stanch,  and  we  believe  tha^  the  Govern- 
ment  is  firm.  Wise  and  just  measures  may  be — will  be— Hrctisti^ 
by  the  infatuated  Lords;  but  let  it ‘it  not  be  supposed  that  they 
can  be  proposed  vainly  and  fruitlessly,  or  that  they  can  be  defveiM 
with  lasting  impunity.  Justice,  allied  with  courage,  must  triumph. 


lotber  affront  is  intended.  Why,  in  contrasting  Drayton 
kk,  furnish  the  latter  with  *'  scowling  ancestors  V*  It  is 
nuind  8ir  Hobert  that  he  has  no^  ancestors  to  scowl  or 
Rfn  in  his  halls.

Nothing  is  to  be  feared  for  that  which  is  right,  except  from  timidity* 
Measures,  to  buffet  with  the  Lords,  must  be  large,  and  amply  pro¬ 
portioned  to  the  shape  of  the  evil  to  be  remedied.  The  successful 
reforms  of  the  Whigs — the  Municipal  especially— have  been  pitched 
upon  a  scale  exceeding  expectation.  Wise  was  the  ancient  augur 
who  said,  “  Strike  boldly." 

At  the  Birmingham  Reform  Dinner,  Sir  William  Alolesworth 
(one  of  those  men  from  whom  we  expect  much)  threw  out  some 
observations  in  which  we  thoroughly  concur— 

“  He  btwed  to  return  his  moet  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairing  for  coup¬ 
ling  his  name  with  the  ballot,  which  should  be  the  first  aim  and  olyect  of  their 
political  exertions,  for  by  it  alone  could  they  hope  to  exercise  their  just  and 
due  Wilitical  rights  ;  by  it  alone  coold  they  be  independent  of  the  domineering 
jfirtuence  of  a  Tory  Aristocracy.  It  wm  utterly  hopeless  to  expect  that  men 
-wonld  consent,  year  after  year,  to  ruin  themselves  and  their  families  for  the 
Make  of  their  political  principles ;  and  there  were  too  many  men  to  whom  the 
right  oi  voting*  was  a  curse,  since  it  obliged  them  to  select  between  their  dear¬ 
est  isditical  principles  and  their  best  personal  interests.

The  spirit  which  animates  our  towns  has  been  manifested  in  the 
well-attended  meetings  at  Birmingham  and  Liverpool,  and  any 
wavering  members  who  see  these  signs  and  construe  them  in  con¬ 
nexion  with  the  late  Municipal  Elections,  may  well  shake  at  the 
name  of  dissolution.  Nor  is  this  all;  a  measure  for  the  Commuta¬ 
tion  of  Tithe  and  the  Keform  of  the  Church  would  array  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  rural  constituency  under  the  Liberal 
banners. 

SATIRE  IN  DISCiUISE. 

We  have  been  diverted  by  an  amazingly  eloquent  letter  in  the 
Timet t  addressed  to  Sir  Robert  Peel,  bearing  the  signature 

“  Kunnvniedc."*  ^  .  n  i  • 

Sir  Jtobert  is  told,  that  in  liis  chivalry  i  s  all  the  hope  of  the 
nation,  and  that  it  is  reserved  for  him  to  slay  a  mighty  dragon 
which  is,  at  this  moment,  coming  up  to  London,  and  gobbling  up 
great  towns  in  his  way.  Liverpool  is  already  gone— bolted  by  the 
monster;  and  he  has  also  crunched  iron  Birmingham  like  a  rotten 
nut.  How  terrible  is  the  following  description,  and  how  fine  in  the 
fte-fa-fum  style  of  eloquence  : — 

^  You  are  Hiiiiimoned  now,  like  the  Knight  of  (’oriiith  in  Schiller’s  heroic 
bal lad.  the  only  lun>e  of  a  suftering  jieople.  The  mighty  dragon  is  again 
ahif»ad,  <lep<»pulatiiig  our  fields,  wasting  our  pleasant  places,  poisoning  our 
fountuiuH,  nieiiacing  «»ui  civilization.  To-day  he  gorges  on  Liverpool,  to-nior- 
row  he  riots  at  Hirmiiighum — as  he  advances  nearer  the  metropolis  terror  and 
disgu-nt  pr<>|>ortionately  increase.  Already  we  hear  his  bellow,  more  awful 
than  liya-naH — already  our  atmosphere  is  tainted  with  the  venomous  expirations 
of  his  malignant  lungs;  yet  a  little  while,  and  his  incendiary  crest  will  flame 
oil  our  horizon;  and  we  ahull  mark  the  horrors  of  his  iusatia  ole  jaws,  and  the 
acaly  volume  of  his  atro<'ious  tail !” 

Now  here  is  a  specimen  of  the  petty  spite  of  the  Tories,  who 
convey  their  illiberal  reflections  on  the  origin  of  their  leader 
in  metapliors,  summoning  familiar  ideas  to  the  minds  of  readers. 
Why  is  O’Connell  made  a  dragon,  and  why  is  Peel  called  upon  to 
slay  him  ?  Why,  because  every  one  knows  Mr  Lover’s  amusing 
Irisli  legend  of  the  I.ittle  Weaver  and  the  Dragon  of  (lalway. 
The  allusion  to  tlie  Dragon  was  only  intended  as  the  cue  suggestive 
of  the  Little  Weaver — fie  on  it !  Will  they  never  cease  run¬ 
ning  on  tlic  spinning-jennies  ?  The  plagiarism  from  Mr  Lover’s 
story  is  obvious.  The  King  gives  the  Little  Weaver  his  commis¬ 
sion  in  these  wonls — “  You  shall  have  a  Job  immediately — it  is 
**  only  a  blaguard  dhrnggin,  that  is  disturbin  the  counthry  and 
“  ruinatin’  my  tinanthry,  and  1  am  lost  for  want  of  eggs — well,  I 
**  want  this  dhrnggin  to  be  killed,  it  will  be  no  throuble  in  life  to 
**  you  ;  and  1  am  only  sorry  that  it  isn't  betther  worth  your  while, 

'*  for  he  isn’t  w  orth  fearin'  at  all.'* 

Mark  another  plagiarism  !  Hummynicad  describes  bis  dragon  as 

forging  Liverpool.  Well,  in  the  Little  Weaver  of  Mr  Lover,  the 
)rugoti  is  found  by  the  hero  picking  his  teeth  with  his  tail,  after 
having  breakfasted  on  a  whole  village. 

But  the  illiberal  satire  in  disguise  does  not  end  here.  The

Ruinmymead  says,  that  Sir  Robert  Peel's  powers  were  iie 
sufficiently  appreciated  till  he  was  defeated.  We  think  there 
truth  in  this.  He  has  considerable  talent  for  defeat,  and  mak**

THE  LONDON  REVIEW. 

The  fourth  number  of  the  London  Review  does  not  present  anv 
article  like  the  masterly  review  of  Tocqiieville's  hook,  or  the  power^ 
ful  paper  on  “  Philosophy  in  England,"  in  the  preceding  numbers 
but  its  subjects  are  various,  selected  with  judgment,  and  handled 
always  with  respectable  ability,  and  occasionally  with  talent  of  a 
high  order.  Here  and  there  we  mark  some  passionate  exaggen. 
tions,  and  some  wild  suggestions  which  ill  become  writers  who  have 
advertised  themselves  as  philosophers ;  but  these  faults  are  fen 
and  they  are  counterbalanced  in  the  articles  in  which  they  appear 
by  the  valuable  matter.  Disliking  vague  allegations,  we  shall  specify 
the  counsel  we  disapprove.  ^ 

The  able  author  of  an  article  on  Aristocracy  having  proposed  the 
expedient  of  empowering  the  Commons  to  pass  into  law  a  hill  twice 
thrown  out  by  the  Lords  (a  plan  which  would  be  abortive,  as  the 
Lords  would  in  such  case  easily  avoid  the  plenary  power  of  the 
other  House  by  spoiling  measures,  under  the  form  of  amendments, 
instead  of  rejecting  them)  proceeds  to  say —  ’ 

“  If  we  are  told  that  this  expedient  of  ours  would  no  doubt  be  effectual  to 
its  end,  if  we  rauld  obtain  it,  but  that  to  such  a  measure  as  this  the  Lords  will 
never  give  their  consent;  we  answer  that,  in  a  case  of  necessity,  what  cannot 
be  obtained  in  one  way  must  in  another ;  and  the  probability  is,  that  this  being 
seen  by  the  Lords,  they  would  not  hold  out  to  the  last.  But  if  they  do,  the 
House  of  Commons  have  only  to  proceed  a  step  farther,  and  declare  that  bills, 
as  iwtssed  by  them  a  certain  numter  of  times,  and  at  certain  intervals,  are  law. 
This  resolution  the  ^leople  would  hail  with  transport,  and  make  the  enactments 
laws  by  their  obedience;  and  from  that  moment  the  House  of  Lords  is 
blotted  out.  The  thing  would  be  done  as  quietly  as  passing  a  money  bill. 
Collision!  What  could  they  do?  They  woum  draw  the  sword.  So  do 
a  gaug  of  as  many  smugglers  on  the  coast;  but  this  does  not  alarm  the 
nation. 

“We  shall  be  told,  {lerhaps,  that  the  judges  would  not  recc^ise  such  laws, 
and  would  refuse  to  enforce  them.  A  giMid  many  of  them  would  have  an  itching 
that  way,  we  have  no  manner  of  doubt;  but  they  are  men  who  look  which  wa^ 
the  wind  blows.  When  the  nation,  and  the  nation’s  representatives,  in  their 
determination  to  efl'ect  the  removal  of  an  intolerable  evil,  have  not  allowed  the 
House  of  Lords  to  stand  in  the  way,  the  judges  will  not  be  slow  to  infar  thai 
neither  will  they  be  allowed  to  stand  in  tne  way.  It  is  easy  to  supply  the 
place  of  judges  who  set  themselves  up  against  tne  legislature.” 

A  revolutionary  proceeding  is  here  proposed,  without  the  extreme 
necessity  which  alone  could  justify  it,  as  the  object  in  view — to 
conquer  the  opposition  of  the  Lords  to  a  measure  of  reform— lies 
within  the  compass  of  the  existing  resources  of  the  CJohstitutioo. 
A  creation  of  Peers  is  the  means  of  carrying  a  measure  of  reform 
through  the  House  of  Lords. 

If  the  machinery  for  good  government  could  not  he  had  without  a 
revolutionary  expedient,  we  should  adopt  an  expedient  beyond  the 
powers  of  the  Constitution  for  the  sake  of  the  great  object  and  end  of 
the  Constitution — good  government ;  but  while  the  powers  of  the 
Constitution  suffice  for  the  attainment  of  the  organs  of  good  govern¬ 
ment,  we  hold  it  ofpernicious  example  to  propose  to  exceed  them.  The 
first  step  beyond  the  law  should  not  be  made  till  the  last  resource  within 
the  law  has  been  tried,  and  found  unequal  to  the  national  exigency. 
The  people  should  never  be  taught  to  contemplate  revolution  ex¬ 
cept  upon  a  last  and  a  dire  extremity,  admitting  of  no  other  remedy. 
The  justification  must  he  found  in  the  necessity ;  and  while  by 
any  legal  contrivance  relief  can  be  effected,  the  necessity  for  the 
violence  to  the  Constitution  does  not  exist.  If  the  tormenting  dis¬ 
ease  of  chronic  misgovernment — the  calculus,  as  it  were,  in  the 
body  politic — could  not  be  cured  without  the  operation  proposed 
by  the  London  Reviewer,  we  should  say,  welcome  the  cutting  in¬ 
strument,  hut  while  there  are  other  means  of  subduing  the  evil 
without  violence  to  the  frame  of  the  Constitution,  it  would  be  a 
gratuitous  injury  to  the  peonle  to  unsettle  the  habits  of  obedience, 
and  to  disturb  the  peace  oi  society  by  dividing  it  upon  a  question 
of  authority. 

Holding,  as  we  do,  the  Judgment  of  the  Reviewer  in  the  pro- 
foundcit  respect,  we  cannot  but  think  that  he  has  uttered  this  sug¬ 
gestion  hastily,  and  would  retract  or  qualify  it  on  reconsideration* 
The  following  passage  by  the  same  writer  on  the  dignity  cob- 

ferred  by  artificial  distinctions,  is  very  forcible ; _

The  Irish  Church  Question  has  lately  afforded  matter  for  attacks  on 
the  Government  by  two  different  sets  of  opponents,  each  acting  on  its 
own  hypothesis  as  to  the  measures  which  it  supposes  to  be  intended. 
On  the  one  side  are  the  Irish  Liberal  journals,  which  assume  that  Minis¬ 
ters  will  abandon  the  recorded  resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
“  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  house  that  any  surplus  revenue  of  the 
present  church  establishment  in  Ireland,  not  required  for  the  spiritual 
care  of  its  members,  be  applied  to  the  moral  and  religious  education  of 
all  classes  of  the  people  without  distinction  of  religious  persuasion.”  On 
the  other  side  are  the  Tory  papers,  which  have  revealed  to  us  that  Arch¬ 
bishop  Whately  and  I^ord  Morpeth  have  concocted  a  scheme  for  con¬ 
fiscating  the  tithes  of  Ireland,  making  her  Protestant  clergy  stipendiaries 
of  the  State,  and  doling  out  to  them  an  annual  income,  to  be  voted  annu¬ 
ally  among  the  <<  miscellaneous  estimates.”  Our  first  answer,  and  we 
make  it  to  each  party,  is,  that  both  of  these  assumptions  are  false  :  that 
neither  of  these  intentions  exists,  or  ever  has  existed,  or,  while  the  pre¬ 
sent  Administration  continues,  ever  can  exist.

Memoirs  of  Miraheau :  Biographical,  Literary,  and  Political.  By 

Himself,  his  Father,  his  Uncle,  and  his  Adopted  Child.  Chiirton. 

There  is  much  highly  curious  matter  in  this  publication.  The 
four  volumes  before  us  are  filled  with  the  family  troubles  of  the 
house  of  Mirabeau,  which  are  debated  with  the  importance  of  the 
affairs  of  an  empire.  The  principal  disputants  are  Mirabeau,  his 
father  the  Marquis,  and  his  uncle  the  Bailli ;  besides  these,  there 
are  the  wives  of  father  and  son  to  make  mischief,  in  which  they 
were  very  prolific.  Young  Mirabeau  was  what  is  commonly  called 
a  wild  fellow ;  he  ran  riot  in  various  ways,  and  his  father,  who 
only  made  him  worse  in  his  severe  attempts  at  reformation,  shut  him 
up  in  Vincennes  by  a  lettre  de  cachet.  Pinned  down  in  his  prison, 
his  character  was  examined  under  a  microscope  by  his  father  and 
his  uncle,  and  much  did  he  exercise  the  wit  and  perplex  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  those  very  superior  men.  They  knew  not  what  to  make 
of  him  except  epigrams.  He  was  a  pernetual  thesis  for  the  author 
of  his  being.  His  character  is  discussed  as  a  great  question,  and 
the  brilliant  things  said  upon  it  fill  a  volume  (the  3d),  without  throw¬ 
ing  any  light  upon  the  matter.  Never  before  had  a  literary  parent 
so  good  a  subject  in  a  bad  son'.  Indeed,  we  suspect  that  the  Mar¬ 
quis  was  fixed  in  his  belief  of  Honore’s  unworthiness  because  it  was 
so  fruitful  a  theme  for  his  pungent  strictures.  The  Bailli,  the  uncle, 
was  more  indulgent,  and  ne  seems  to  have  been  in  every  way  the 
superior  man.  In  advocating  Hoiiore,  he  could  say  as  good  things 
as  the  other  wrote  in  the  easier  work  of  censure. 

We  hasten  to  give  some  specimens  of  these  sparkling  commen¬ 
taries.  The  father,  in  letters  to  his  brother,  thus  describes 
Mirabeau : — 

What  a  singular  and  fantastic  personage  ! — mad  in  excess  of  pride — road 
in  turbulence,  and  ardour,  and  unsociableness— mad  by  a  physically  over¬ 
wrought  mind,  and  capable  of  acts  of  madness  in  good  as  well  as  in  evil ;  not 
having  a  positively  bad  h^rt,  not  unkind — even  the  reverse,  but  who,  presum¬ 
ing  wholly  upon  his  own  resources,  has  no  more  nerve  thiui  a  slug,  and  no 
more  energy  of  mind  than  a  bill  sticker.  •  e  •

own.  In  a  word,  he  know*  nothing,  and  can  do  nothin?  aa  the  handle  of  a 
tool,  but  all  a*  the  tool  itself ;  for  when  he  has  stolen  a  thought  from  you,  he 
*0  much  confidence  and  audacity,  that  he  will  iramediateVv  sound  it  forth 
in  rounded  periods,  were  the  thouj^ht  even  the  smallest  jiossiblc— this  is  mere 
instinct-but  then  he  makes  it  succeed,  and  executes  it.  He  has  not  our 
memory.  I  have  told  him  all  this;  but  even  with  such  drawbacks,  he  will 
delight  yon  at  times  by  the  truth  and  power  of  hw  ar^ruments.  .  .  . 

I  have  told  him  a  hundred  times  that  he  was  no  better  than  a  coloured  shadow. 
I  hold  the  same  opinion  of  many  others,  but  of  none  so  strongly  as  ot  him.  He 
is  not  ill.tem{)ered  nor  eviWis[K>sed— on  the  contrarj*,  he  is  a  good  kind  of 
creature;  hut  what  brains  !—il  brains  they  he,— they  are  the  weakest  m 
Europe.  Thus,  brother  of  mine,  if  this  disjointed  being  can  ever  ^  sew  n 
together  again,  it  can  be  done  only  by  you  ;  and  as  he  is  to  be  cut  out  afresh, 
1  cannot  get  a  better  pattern  to  do  it  by  than  yourself., 

The  following  passages  fit  a  living  character  to  perfection ;

The  Bailli  then  proceeds,  in  a  brilliant  passage,  to  anticipate  th 
revolution,  or,  as  he  styles  it,  the  volcanic  eruption,  ridding  societ^ 
of  thirty  strata  of  petrifying  alluvion.  The  writer  was  Aristocrati/ 
and  saw  coming  events  with  the  tinge  of  Aristocratic  prejudices  • 
but  he  was  not  the  less  true  a  prophet  in  the  main : —  ’ 

“  Thus,  therefore,  I  conform  to  your  own  philosophy,  although  you  htv

muHt  descend^  which  is  worse  than  ceasing  to  exist  It  has  henceforth  notkii^ 
but  humiliation  to  undergo,  and  it  is  losing  itself  each  dap  more  and  nutre,  u 
the  gulf  of  depredations.  The  rabble  take  everywhere.  Behold,  to  cure  you 
of  your  name,  the  ignoble  eauilibrium  which — untU  the  general  overturn  that 
will  sveedilu  take  vlace,  ana  the  volcanic  eruption  that  will  rid  us  nf 


ev^  thing  against  every  body .  Yet,  at  bottom,  this  man  who  has  only  the 
fence  of  .Satan,  but  not  his  claws,  has  not  a  farthing^s  worth  of  malignancy; 
but  he  has  a  treasure  of  childishness  and  folly.  *  *  ^ 

I.ct  us  first  esUblish  that  a  man’s  nature  cannot  be  changed.  But  this  is  no 
eioliarrassment  to  that  man,  for  he  has  no  nature.  He  has  a  sort  of  turbulent 
sensibility  which  renders  him  good,  and  not  had  ;  though,  at  bottom,  he  has  no 
gfMyJness,  not  even  towards  himself— for  he  treats  himself  like  a  dog  or  a  horse. 
Howex'er,  he  perhaps  requires  to  knock  himself  about  in  this  manner,  lest  his 
sanguineous  e  tubet ance  should  suffocate  him.  And  let  us  be  just ;  there  arc, 
in  his  errings,  a  great  deal  of  physical  impulse.  He  writes  what  he  pleases, 
and,  |>(*rlia[>s,  thinks  some  part  of  what  he  writes.  To  respect  nothing  is  a 
sure  weapon,  for  everybody  makes  way  for  him.'' 

Ill  a  more  indulgent  mood,  the  Marquis  writes  this  admirable 
observation ; — 

“  I  think  he  is  convinced,  at  present,  that  the  true  road  to  distinction  is  the 
most  perfect  honesty,  and  that  this  alone  can  lead  to  greatness.  Not  that,  w  ith 
the  advances  he  has  made,  the  age  in  which  he  lives,  his  disposition,  a  certain 
fund  of  lightheartedness,  and  that  terrible  ‘gift  of  familiarity,’  as  Gregory  the 
(j’reat  terms  it— a  gift  w  hich  makes  him  turn  alxmt  great  men  as  he  would 
faggots  of  sticks — I  ever  dreamt  of  making  him  (magnum  opus  !)  a  man  with 
the  delicacy  of  his  grandfather,  his  uncle,  or  even  his  father  ;  but  he  is  well 
persuaded  that  I  must  have  him  an  honest  man  or  nothing.” 

Yet  ihU  man,  who  could  write  so  nobly,  was  a  tyrant,  who  prided 
himself  on  playing -the  part  of  Khadamanthus,  and,  upon  a  former 
occasion,  avowed  liis  wish  to  transport  his  son  to  the  pestilential 
Dutch  spice  colonics,  as,  once  there,  he  never  could  have  returned, 
adding,  tiiut  if  he  were  hanged  there  it  would  be  incognito.  Not 
having  been  able  to  efiect  this  paternal  arrangement,  he  procured 
the  imprisonment  of  young  Miraheau,  with  the  intention,  at  the 
tifne,  of  immuring  him  for  life.  His  emphatic  words  arc  v — 

“  With  regard  to  him,  arid  notwithstanding  time,  which  unfortunately  con« 
ceals  and  dissi|>ates  everything,  and  the  fools  who  assert  that  ‘  the  king  will 
not  permit  an  imprisonment  for  life  from  family  motives,  when  he  scarcely  ever 
does  HO  fiom  reasons  of  state,’  my  plan  is  uhsolutely  formed,  and  none  hut  the 
government  and  myself  shall  know  his  situation.  When  I  die,  a  sealed  note 
shall  instruct  my  successor.” 

And  this  was  a  auperior  man  of  the  old  French  Aristocracy. 

Let  us  now  pass  to  the  letters  of  the  uncle  the  Bailli,  which  are 
jnster,  wiser,  and  mote  brilliant  withal  than  those  of  his  brother, 
whom  he  tlius  lectures  : — 

“You  are  now  writing  romances  iiiion  domestic  order,  just  as  you  formerly 
wrote  them  u|>on  social  order.  I  nave  no  talent  for  composing  romances. 
Hunor^  U  the  worst  of  those  minds  put  out  of  shape  by  the  mould  in  which 
thev  are  cast.  If,  at  thirty.two  years  of  age  he  requires  to  be  ridden  with  a 
curb  rein,  his  understanding  will  never  ripen,  and  we  shall  be  both  destroyed 
hy  your  {terauvering  in  your  own  notions,  which  have  occa.sioned  all  the  mis* 
fortunes  that  have  befallen  you.  These  are  numberless,  because  Providence 
has  blown  u|k>ii  your  plans  and  urojects,  and  in  the  eyes  of  Providence,  all  that 
man  perforros  is  mere  castle.building  with  cards.  H  Honore  is  not  fit  to  be 
brought  into  the  world,  at  hi»  age, — if  he  is  not  sufficiently  master  of  himself 
to  avoid  running  his  head  against  a  |iost,  it  is  madness  to  attempt  making  any* 
thin?  of  hiro,  but  more  than  luadneMS  to  endeavour  to  make  him  the  father  ot  a 
family.  In  such  a  case  you  must  .send  him,  as  his  good  wife  said,  to  the  In* 
Murgents,  to  have  his  head  broken,  or  else  to  ac(|uire  a  new'  dispimitioii.  *  But,* 
Hay  you,  ‘we  have  no  children.’  'I'hiH  ia  a  very  trifling  misfortune.  Our  race 
liaN  had  its  day :  it  is  now  extinct,  and  what  mutters  it  ?  Those  of  Alexander, 
('wsar,  C'harlemange,  and  many  others,  have  lieen  swept  from  the  earth,  and 
yet  the  world  go<‘S  on  ci^ually  well,  fn  this  world  we  must  either  lose  or  leave 
all,  an  alternative  which  ought  always  to  he  with  us  on  our  pillow.  What  is 
the  loss  of  a  name — and  what  is  even  a  name  iti  the  present  times?  Never* 
thelesH  1  see  that  the  disease  of  pasteromania  has  gras{)ed  you  hy  the  throat, 
although  you  ought  to  consider  that  Cyrus  and  Marcus  Aurelius  Antoninus 
would  have  lieen  fortunate  had  they  not  given  birth  to  C'amhyses  and  Commo* 
this.  ‘  But,*  you  will  again  exclaim,  ‘why  then  have  wc  worked  so  much  in 
i  uitatuMi  of  our  forefathers  ?’  to  which  I  reply  in  your  own  words  ;  for  as  3'ou 
are  always  l«d  awa}*,  head  and  heart,  hy  the  [impulse  of  the  moment,  you  are 
very  subject  to  contradict  yourself. 

‘‘Now,  this  is  what  you  wrote  to  me  three  3'earH  ago,  when  you  wished  to 
keep  vmir  S4>ii  in  prison,  where  he  had  welt  earited  his  place.

Does  it  become  a  Christian,  that  is  to  aa}*,  a 
man  improved,  seconded,  directed,  and  supported  in  the  true  and  quiet  |Mith  of 
mankind,  to  run  afier  the  flying  and  rapid  spark  of  human  life  r — to  attach 
himself  to  the  duration  of  his  works  upon  earth  ? — to  trouble  himself  about 
what  will  become  of  them  after  he  is  gone  ?  If  it  is  frt>m  love  of  knowledge 
that  we  have  laboured,  and  sown  here,  we  shall  reap  elsewhere ;  if  it  is  to 
attract,  we  have  already  reaped  the  reward.  We  must  not  act  from  whim  and 
Taia*glory.  Such  frail  niotivee  have  nothing  to  met  upon  t  and  whoever  finishes 
must  expect  that  hie  eoo  will  demolish,  or  eieggerete,  or  desert— for  such  ie 
man’s  neture.  He  may  build,  hot  wisdom  and  virtue  nlone  can  preserve  ;  and 
whetlier  we  have  children,  or  whether  we  have  none,  at  we  have  enjoyed  that 
which  others  have  idanted  and  built,  so  others  in  their  turn  will  enjoy  what  we 
plant  and  build.  Whoever  they  nmy  he,  our  task  ie  done ;  and  being  placed 
m  this  worl^  like  the  Bilk*worm,  to  Imtie  about  until  we  have  sima  our  oooooa 
to  Uaft  it  MW;  let  lie  not  attempt  to  tee  further  than  tM  nid  worm. 


rope  by  the  inkstands  which  have  at  their  command  gunpowder,  printing 
impiety,  and  sedition.  Nations  will  never  more  return  to  strong  moral  feeling’ 
I  ask  yon  whether  such  being  the  case,  the  nobles  will  have  a  very  gratifying

“  have  sprung  up  in  a  single  night — also  before  pumpkins  tvhich, 
**  thanks  to  the  weakness  of  the  Government,  rise  on  end  upon  their 
“  native  beds  of  manure,  and  form  an  Aristocracy  of  churlish  blood 
**  which  takes  a  ' dastardly  pleasure  in  showing  its  authority  to  its 
**  former  masters.^*  The  answer  will  strike  every  mind.  The  name 
of  Peel  has  started  to  the  curled  lips  of  every  Tory  Aristocrat,  upon 
reading  that  passage  on  “  the  Aristocracy  of  churlish  blood,”  or 
the  pumpkin  race.  These  are  the  tlioughts  which  at  this  hour 
rankle  in  the  minds  of  the  Tory  nobility,  and  make  them  distrust 
and  hate  their  leader,  whose  sympathies  are  suspected  to  be  opposed 
to  his  avowed  objects.  The  image  of  clay,  with  feet  and  claws  of 
brass,  is  type  of  the  ill  conjunction  of  the  Tory  party. 

In  another  letter,  dated  1759,  the  Bailli  says : — 

“I  know  Paris:  be  assured  that  the  vile  populace  which  crouches  there  or 
goes  thither  to  crouch,  in  search  of  fortune,  as  if  fortune  was  a  lost  whelp,  is 
as  corrupt  as  Rome  when  she  endeavoured  to  destroy  the  patricians  even  to 
their  very  name.  Depend  upon  it  that  his  infamous  population  of  upstarts 
who  take  the  lead  among  the  magistracy',  or  in  the  finance,  is  a  true  republican 
population  by  its  insolence,  at  the  same  time  that  on  account  of  its  vices  with¬ 
out  any  redeeming  virtue,  it  is  unworthy  of  being  republican.  When  a  people 
in  delirium  make  an  attack  upon  a  monarchy,  they  always  begin  with  religion. 


made  between  men  by  distinctions,  the  first  traces  of  which  we  find  in  the 
Jewish  law,  appears  unjust  to  this  people.  It  therefore  undermines  the  nobi- 
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my  re^on  for  so  believing.  The  distinction  between  the  nobles  and  the  pie- 
bians  is  only  moral  and  conventional ;  and  if  this  distinction  is  once  destroyed, 
the  nobles  are  reduced  to  vain  pretensions  which  render  them  worse  than 
useless.” 

There  is,  in  all  this,  strong  prejudice,  but  there  is  also  as  strong 
thought.  There  is  a  mistake  as  to  the  quality  of  things  and  events, 
but  there  is  no  mistake  as  to  the  turn  and  current  of  them. 

The  Marquis  also  foresaw  that  the  tyranny  was  tottering.  In  a 
letter  dated  1777,  having  described  the  amusements  of  some  pea¬ 
sants  almost  in  a  savage  state,  he  says  : — 

“Ministers  do  not  know  whom  they  plunder,  whom  they  think  to  rule; 
whom,  with  the  scribbling  of  their  dull,  unmeaning  pens,  they  hope  to  starve 
with  impunity  till  the  catastrophe  cornea.  Exhibitions  like  these  recall  some 
fine  thoughts  !  ‘Poor  Jean  Jacques  !’  said  I  to  myself,  ‘the  man  who  could 
have  seat  you  and  your  system  to  copy  music  among  such  people,  would 
have  made  a  harsh  reply  to  your  discourse.’  On  the  other  hand,  thasa 
thoughU  wera  conaolatory  to  a  roan  who  has  dedicated  his  whole  Ufa  to 
preach  the  cause  uf  the  poor,  and  f  Ac  urgency  oj  general  education ;  and 
at  the  same  time  has  pointed  out  what  species  of  instruction  must  be  g****** 
to  coMtitute  the  only  barrier  between  oppression  and  revolution,  the  only 
infallible  treaty  of  peace  which  can  endure  between  might  wenknea^ 
Ah  !  Madam,  if  this  gawu  tf  blind  man's  buff  lasts  muck  longer,  there  mUl 
he  a  general  upset," 

The  bon  mots  of  the  Marquis,  and  hii  brother  the  Bailli,  would 
make  a  pleasant  collection.  How  well  is  this  said  by  the  former ; — 

All  the  cabinets  are  made  of  butter,  and  the  powers  themselves 
••  of  brass.”  ^ 

The  following  may  pass  into  a  proverb : — **  I  shall  not  answer 
“  you  concerning  the  facts  you  state,  because  it  bdongs  only  to  • 
“  fool,  or  to  a  minist^,  to  speak  decidedly  at  such  a  t&tance 
or,  in  other  words,  without  knowing. 

The  Bailli  had  a  shrewd  suspicion  that  he  and  his  brother,  though

fine  wit*,  fine  thinkers,  and  men  of  decorum,  were,  after  all,  not  so 
qualified  for  the  business  of  the  world  as  the  scapegrace  Honore. 

«  H«  is  Ycry  docile,  and  if,  formerly,  he  completed  nothing,  he  is  very  much 
altered,  for  he  now  assiduously  pursues  his  unnertaking^  I  will  even  tell  you 
that  I  think  this  man  hm  that  ^rtion  of  head  which  is  deficient  in  us,  and 
which  I  verily  believe  is  the  best ;  for  we  are  neither  of  us  fit  for  anything 
but  to  fire  Uank  cartridges,  and  study  Plato's  republic.  I  am,  therefore,  well 
satisfied  with  Honor^;  nevertheless,  I  sleep  with  one  eye  open,  though  I  think 
I  might  shut  it  with  safety.” 

The  fourth  volume  just  brings  us  to  the  conclusion  of  the  family 
feuds  and  the  commencement  of  Mirabeau’s  public  career.  The 
work  is  to  be  continued.

We  announce  the  fourth  volume  of  this  collection  with  pleasure,  but 
should  have  been  better  satisfied  if  proper  publicity  had  t^cn  given  to 
the  earlier  portions  of  it,  for  we  have  had  frequent  occasion  to  observe 
that  not  only  merchants  of  high  standing,  but  statesmen  and  legislators, 
have  conjectured  and  blundered  upon  points  which  arc  here  distinctly 
expounded.  The  official  position  of  the  author  obviously  afforded  him 
advantages  which  others  could  not  attain,  and  in  fairly  availing  himself  of 
these  he  has  maintained  his  reputation  for  talent  and  industry. 

We  learn  from  Mr  McCulloch’s  very  useful  Commercial  Dictionary 
that  the  Librarian  of  the  Foreign  Department  has  also  published  a  col¬ 
lection  of  State  Papers  (chiefly  diplomatic  correspondence),  but  the 
necessarily  high  price  precludes  the  larger  number  of  persons  from  avail¬ 
ing  themselves  of  this  “  peep  behind  the  curtain.”

It  is  possible  that 
Mr  Osbaldiston  may  have  read  the  character  of  Pierre^  without  dis¬ 
covering  that  lie  had  dark  designs,  and  a  dissolute  indifference  to 
cover  them — that  he  burnt  within  a  fierce  revenge,  and  threw  with¬ 
out  contemptuous  irony — that  his  gaiety  was  reluctant,  and  his 
raillery  morbid  and  rancorous — it  is  possible,  we  say,  that  all  this 
may  have  escaped  an  actor  of  no  remarkable  penetration,  but  we 
certainly  could  not  have  conceived  it  possible  to  play  Pi^re  as  Mr 
Osbaldiston  played  it,  \rithout  the  expression  of  a  feeling  of  any 
sort,  and  without  even  those  graces  of  elocution  which  might  make 
barely  tolerable  such  indecent  indifference.  We  could  have  par¬ 
doned  extravagance,  rant,  anything!  The  only  point  where  Mr 
Osbaldiston  really  deserved  praise  was  his  delivery  of  the  whole  ot 
the  highly  characteristic,  bold-faced,”  speech  on  entering  the 
senate  (which  is  no  “  restoration,”  as  has  been  said,  but  simply 
what  Mr  Young  and  Mr  Macready  have  always  delivered) — and^  for 
this,  we  see,  he  has  been  heartily  abused.  Critics  are,  unquestion¬ 
ably,  difficult  to  please.

COVENT  GARDEN. 

Miss  Faucit’s  performance  of  Behidera  confirms  the  opinion  we 
expressed  of  Miss  Faucit’s  Julia,  We  “  miss  great  nature  still.” 
It  was  laboured,  and  conventional.  It  was  the  Belvidvra  of  arti¬ 
ficial  life,  a  Queen  of  tragedy,  only  wanting  in  the  requisite  power 
to  carry  on  so  potent  an  assumption.  It  was  not  the  young,  lovely, 
and  love-sick  Venetian,  who  talks  the  tragedy  of  Nature,  and  who 
is  a  creature  only  of  the  domestic  hearth,  though  lifted  by  frightful 
suffering  out  of  its  winning  and  gentle  sphere.  For  this  is  the 
true  Bclmdera ;  and  so,  entirely  upon  the  level  of  common  life, 
.should  the  character  of  Belvidera  be  acted.  From  a  person  of 
genius,  who  had  newly  ventured  on  the  assumption,  we  should  ex¬ 
pect  an  utter  disregard  of  what  are  called  the  traditional  stage 
points,  and  a  bringing  out  of  that  singular  and  pervading 
sweetness,  under  the  influence  of  which,  alone,  we  arc  to 
conceive  the  genius  of  Otway  meant  to  have  |)resenfed 
the  effeminate  and  wayward  .sensibility  of  Jajfier,  The  lan¬ 
guage  of  Belvidera,  it  is  to  be  olxserved,  is  never  in  reality  proud 
or  overbearing,  nor  does  it  even  convey  the  absolute  sentiment  of 
bitterness  or  reproach  : — it  is  the  stage  practice  which  has  effected 
all  this.  Her  true  mastery  oser  Jaffier  is  in  distress  alone.  Her 
influence  is  that  of  yielding.  She  overpowers  strength  by  weakness, 
and  hostility  by  love.  She  never,  at  any  time,  vehemently  denounces. 
She  complains  of  wrong  as  a  loving  woman  who  had  felt  it,  and 
resents  injustice,  not  for  the  indulgence  of  resentment,  but  because 
she  thinks  she  deserves  injustice  least  at  the  hands  of  him  whom  she 
adores.  This  is  the  view,  we  feel  certain,  in  which  a  young  jierson 
of  sensibility  and  genius,  unhackneyed  in  the  ways  of  the  stage,  to 
whom  the  character  of  Belvidera  was  first  submitted  for  study,  would 
necessarily  feel  and  entertain  it.  '  This  is  what  we  should  have  ex¬ 
pected  from  Miss  Faucit,  had  we  fancied  all  that  ha.s  been  said  of  her 
to  be  true.  She  presented  u.s,  on  the  contrary,  a  poor,  worn  out 
copy  of  the  Belvidera  of  the  prompter’s  nook.  Evidently  relying 
on  the  various  immemorial  stage  points,  laying  herself  out  for 
them,  flinging  herself  into  attitudes  to  give  effect  to  them — we 
did  not  observe  one  that  we  could  except  from  failure.  The  only 
genuine  thing  she  did  was  her  manner  of  quitting  the  stage  at  the 
close  of  the  fourth  act,  and  that  was  exquisitely  natural.  All  the 
rest,  as  we  saw  it,  wa.s  stale  and  flat.  The  two  characteristics  we 
observed  upon  in  her  Julia,  puerility  and  extravagance,  wire  re¬ 
markable  throughout.  She  is  puerile  and  childish  in  tenderness,  and 
extravagant  in  sorrow  and  passion.  Her  screams,  indeed,  are  formida¬ 
bly  repulsive,  the  more  so  as  coming  from  so  slight  and  delicate  a 
person.  When  she  is  carried  off’  by  the  conspirators  (that  notable 
Cato  street  gang — how  could  Otway  so  ill-treat  his  Muse  as  to  ven¬ 
ture  her  among  .such  ruffians?)  her  hysterics  were  positively  :diock- 
lug.  Now  it  is  never  to  be  forgotten  that  it  is  the  intention  of  tragedy 
to  exhibit  mental  passion  and  not  bodily  agony,  or  the  last  only 
under  certain  restrictions.  We  suspect  all  this,  however,  on  the 
part  of  Miss  Faucit,  to  proceed  from  a  want  of  physical  |)ower  in 
this  respect;  indeed  it  evidently  does  so.  In  the  mad  passages  she 
showed  not  a  particle  of  imagination.  Where  she  .spoke  of  drowning, 
and  of  the  waves  buzzing  and  foaming  round  her  sinking  head,  she 
moved  her  hands,  one  over  the  over,  as  if  |dayiiig  with  water  in  a 
basin. 

Mr  C.  Kemble,  though  it  seems  impossible  tliat  he  should  ever 
lose  his  gracefulness  and  gallant  bearing,  is  acqiiirini;  too  much  bulk 
«nd  heaviness  of  frame  to  look  the  part  of  Jajfier,  But  he  played  it, 
^  the  whole,  admirably.  He  expressed  the  flexibility  and  sensi* 
bility  of  the  character ;  he  relieved,  with  much  truth  of  perception 
•nd  delicacy  of  execution,  its  luxurious  and  cowardly  indulgence; 

altogether,  bore  up  with  singular  ability  against  the  inefficiency 

of  bis  Bekndtra,

PERSONAL  NEWS. 

!Mr  O’Conneli - Mr  O’Connell  was  entertained  at  Stradhally,  in  the 

Queen’s  county,  on  Friday  last.  Mr  Lalor,  late  M.  1*.  for  that  county, 
took  the  chair;  and  Mr  Robinson  l*rice,  agent  to  the  Marquis  of  Lans- 
dow’iie,  was  the  Vice  Fresident.  .Mr  O’Connell  addressed  the  company 
at  considerable  length.  From  his  s[)eech  we  make  an  extract: — I  wish 
to  joiivthe  peojile  w'ith  the  aristocra?y,  ipui  not  to  set  them  against  them. 
It  has  been  tiinnpctcd  forth  by  the  Orange  press  that  the  ministers  have 
coalesced  with  me,  and  the  chief  crime  attributed  to  them  is,  that  they 
supported  my  measures.  1  will  say,  once  for  all,  that  this  is  totally 
unfounded.  The  government  has  not  coalesced  with  me,  but  1  have  coa¬ 
lesced  with  them,  simply  because  they  have  shown  a  determination  to  do 
justice  ut  length  to  my  unfortiinnte  country.  Nay,  wliat  is  more,  it  is 
very  probable  that  there  nre  members  of  the  present  government  who 
would  treat  me  personally  with  contempt  and  disrespect;  but  what  care 
I  for  that,  as  long  as  they  are  inclined  to  do  justice  to  Ireland.”  Mr 
O’Connell  arrived  in  Dublin  on  the  following  day,  and  presided  at  the 
St  Bridget's  (,’harity  dinner  in  the  evening.  When  the  cloth  was 
removed,  Mr  O’Connell  rose  and  was  received  with  the  most  marked 
dcMiionstrations  of  regard.  “ 'I’he  first  toa.s(,  gentlemen,”  said  he,  “  you 


all  know^  is  the  nuist  powerful  monarch  on  the  face  of  the  earth — King 
William,  and  God  bless  him  (cheers).”  Mr  O'Connell  afterwards  pro¬ 


posed,  ill  the  midtit  of  much  enthusiasm,  the  Frincess  Victoria;  and,  in 
introducing  the  toast  of  “  the  Feople,"  which  followed  next,  addressed 
the  company  at  some  length  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the 
speech; — “In  my  late  agitation,  which  the  flattering  kindness  of  my 
friends  gave  me  an  opportunity  of  adopting  in  various  parts  of  Ireland,— 
at  a  public  dinner  in  Kerry, — a  public  dinner  in  Tuam, — at  one  on  a 
small  scale  in  Moate, — and  at  one  of  great  magnitude  in  btradbally,  I 
am  sorry  to  say,  and  it  is  indeed  uiipleasatit  to  me  to  do  mo,  but  I  am 
bound  to  say  that  the  fnihlic  have  not  had  anything  like  an  accurate 
account  of  what  occurred  on  those  occasions.  My  reason  for  thtM  allud¬ 
ing  to  the  fact  is,  that  in  those  four  places  1  put  distinctly  to  the  meeting 
a  (jiiestioii,  and  as  disliiiclly  received  an  answer  at  each  place,  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  effect,  which  I  was  anxious  should  get  puMicity.  1  asked  them 
whether,  if  they  obtained  justice  from  an  united  parliament,  they  would 
authorise  me  to  say  that  in  that  case  the  agitation  of  the  repeal  question 
should  be  given  up.  Well,  to  this  they  unanimously  responded  in  the 
affirmative  in  Keri^;  they  were  equally  unanimous  in  Tuam,  and  gave 
a  similar  response  in  Moate  and  Stradhally  (‘  hear,  hear,'  and  cheers).  I 
mean  on  Monday  next  to  put  the  same  question  to  the  Trades*  Political 
Union,  and  1  doubt  not  that  1  shall  receive  the  same  answer.”  At  a 
later  period  of  the  evening,  Mr  O'Conoell  rose “  I  have,”  said  tha 
hon.  and  Uariied  gentleman,  “  to  propose  a  toast,  which  I  never  before 
proposed  at  any  public  assembly  (hear,  hear).  1  have  been  more  than 
once,  more  than  doubtful  upon  the  subject,  but  I  now  And  it  to  be  impe¬ 
ratively  necessary  to  take  part  in  it.  Tli#  toast  I  mean  to  propoea  Is 
tbat^of  Poor  I^iws  (great  cheering).

in  England  has  worked  so  well  that  many  of  my  objections  are,  in  a  great 
measure  at  least,  remored  by  It.  Beside^  there  is  so  much  cruelty  exw- 
etaed  by  the  landlordsof  Ireland,  so  much  of  hideous  oppression  practised 
by  them,  so  many  Emilies  turned  in  cold  blood  upon  the  world  to 
that  1  feel  it  impomible  to  punish  the  monsters  who  hare  been  guilty  of 
this  stfxjcity  as  they  ought  to  be,  or  to  protect  their  rictims  without  the 
aid  of  poor  laws  (‘hear,*  and  cheers).**— It  b  scarcely  pomible  to  do 
more  than  mention  the  rarious  speeches  made  by  Mr  O’Connell  in 
On  the  folloaring  Monday  he  addressed  the  Trades,  in  a  speech

▼emment  with  us,  the  (lite  of  the  Irish  aristocracy,  and  .  all  the  people 
(cheers).  Hurrah  !  lor  our  side  (continued  cheers).  Well,  that  is  not 
all ;  we  hare  the  honest,  intelligent,  and  brare  people  of  Scotland — 
hurrah  !  for  the  people  of  Scotland  (cheers).  We  hare  all  that  is  good 
and  manly  in  England,  and— the  thing  sounds  comical— we  hare  the 
corporations  of  England  for  us.  The  oldest  here  does  not  remember 
such  a  thing.  Formerly,  if  you  had  a  bad  word  to  throw  at  a  dog,  you 
would  call  it  corporation  (laughter).  How  much  pleased  I  was  on 
Saturday,  when  fat  Morrison  waddled  into  the  chair,  with  the  gold  chain 
round  bis  neck,  and  the  rest  of  the  aldermen  looked  like  hired  mourners 
at  a  funeral.  I  pity  you,  my  poor  boys,  said  I  to  myself— (laughter)— I 
hope,  before  long,  to  see  that  chain  round  the  neck  of  Cornelius 
M'Loghlen, — hurrah  for  him  (cheers).  I  would  renture  to  prophesy 
that  there  would  not  be  a  man  who  would  pass  him  by  in  the  street  who 
would  not  take  off  his  hat  to  him  (cheers).” — In  the  erening  of  the  same 
day  the  long  contemplated  dinner  to  Mr  O’Connell  was  giren  to  him  at 
Morrison’s  hotel.  The  long  room  was  crowded  with  the  friends  and 
supporters  of  the  bon.  gentleman,  and  many  hundreds  were  unable  to  get 
tickets.  The  chair  was  taken  by  the  Earl  of  Miltown,  (he  rice  chair  was 
filled  by  Sir  Percy  Nugent,  Sir  Richard  Nagle,  Mr  Fitzsiroon,  M.P., 
Mr  Erans,  M.  P.,  Mr  Lawless,  and  other  gentlemen,  discharged  the 
duties  of  presidents  and  rice-presidents  to  the  minor  tables.  At  the  right 
of  the  chairman  sat  Mr  O’Connell ;  at  bis  left  the  Hon.  Mr  Lawless, 
and  next  to  him  Mr  Ruthren.  Mr  O’Connell  here  among  other  things, 
said,  **  The  just  gentry  and  the  lust  aristocracy  had  it  in  their  own  power 
to  serre  the  country  ;  the  people  were  always  faithful,  and  would  always 
be  so  (cheers).  If  they  co-operated,  the  universal  Irish  nation  would 
rise  like  a  giant  refreshed  with  wine — like  a  youthful  giant  in  the  gaiety 
of  power — with  all  the  mildness  of  infancy— with  a  gentleness  that  would 
be^me  the  softest  portion  of  the  creation,  and  with  a  manliness  and  in¬ 
trepidity  which  would  become  the  strongest  (great  applause).”  This 
*  dinner  passed  off  with  much  enthusiasm. — On  Wedne^ay  morning  Mr 
O’Connell  arrived  in  Liverpool,  and  addressed  the  people  from  the 
Adelphi  Hotel,  where  not  less  than  40, (XN)  persons  had  assembled,  who 
showed,  by  their  enthusiastic  demonstrations,  how  heartily  they  entered 
into  the  spirit  of  his  address.  He  afterwards  entered  the  Town-ball, 
aceompanied  hy  the  principal  common  councilmen  of  the  borough,  and 
there,  to  an  immense  concourse  of  persons,  delivered  an  address  in  his 
best  style.  He  commented  with  sarcastic  effect  on  the  political  character 
of  lx)rd  Sandon,  and  adverted  to  the  recent  municipal  triumphs.  The 
purification  of  the  (.'orporation  of  Liverpool,  naturally  led  Mr  O’Connell’s 
thoughts  to  the  measure  which  Ireland  now  expects  from  the  Legislature 
of  the  United  Kingdom.  **  Hitherto  (said  the  hon.  and  learnevl  gentle¬ 
man)  the  union  t>etween  the  two  countries  had  been  a  parchment  one. 
11c  (Mr  O’Connell)  had  long  been  the  advocate  of  repeal ;  but  he  now 
came  authorised  to  give  it  up,  if  the  people  of  England  would  join  in 
obtaining  justice  for  Ireland.”  This  was  received  with  tremendous 
cheering.  Mr  0'('onnell  added—*'  He  asked  but  justice — he  required 
no  more,  and  he  would  take  no  less.  Having  the  support  of  good  men, 
and  the  blessing  of  Providence  on  the  work,  he  hoped  to  go  home  to  Ire¬ 
land  after  the  Session  with  a  good  measure  of  justice  to  Ireland,  par¬ 
ticularly  a  reform  in  the  Corporations.  The  English  Corporators  were 
really  saints  compareti  with  the  black  gentry  of  the  Irish  Corporations. 
The  English  ('orporations  did  some  public  good  occasionally,  but  the 
Irish  did  do  good  whatever,  and  as  much  public  and  private  mischief  as 
possible.  He  (Mr  O’Connell)  was  for  a  reform  in  these  Corporations, 
and  he  thought  that  the  people  of  England  would  go  with  him  when  he 
asked  for  nothing  but  justice.”  Upwards  of  900  persons  afterwards  sat 
down  to  dinner.  Mr  O'Connell’s  speech  evidently  produced  a  powerful 
impression  on  his  audience.  It  was  forcibly  observed  b/  him  that  Ire¬ 
land  could  not  be  miserable  or  degraded  without  England’s  partaking  in 
her  wretchedness,  or  prosperous  without  England’s  sharing  in  her  pros¬ 
perity.  Subsetjuantly  he  alluded|to  H  B.’s  caricature,  in  which  be  is  repre¬ 
sented  as  the  Beggar  in  Gil  Blai.  It  was  by  imitating  this  beggar,  he  con. 
fessed,  that  he  achieved  emancipation.  **  There  was  no  use  in  mincing  the 
matter ;  and  he  admitted  he  was  somewhat  like  the  gun  beggar  in  Gil 
Bias.  That  was  a  most  successful  beggar,  who,  taking  up  his  station  in 
a  lonesome  place,  always  asked  charity  in  the  name  of  Heaven,  casting 
M  eye  now  and  then  upon  his  muskeU  That  was  the  way  political 
justice  was  generally  obuined.  If  England  and  Scotland  did  not  do 
Ucland  justice,  why  should  not  7,000, OW  of  people  do  justice  to  them¬ 
selves?  Would  not  you  do  yourselves  justice  under  such  circumstances? 
(**  Yes,  yes.p  I  am  sure  you  woul^”  Before  the  conclusion  of  this 
speech,  which  was  throughout  rapturously  cheered,  Mr  O’Connell 
adverted  to  the  questions  he  had  put  to  the  people  throughout  Ireland, 
relating  to  the  Repeal  of  the  Union,  and  added — "  'The  sacrifice  was  a 
still  greater  one  among  my  own  constituency,  because  roost  of  the  trades- 
meo  there  would  be  pretty  ceruin  of  realising  independent  fortunes  if  the 
rarliameut  was  held  in  Dublin  ;  but  1  met  the  Trades*  Political  Unions 
th^,  and  1  told  them  what  was  going  forward  for  the  interest  and  well¬ 
being  of  Ireland ;  and  when  I  put  the  ouestion  to  them,  bow  many 
diaaentieiiudo  you  think  there  were  ?  Only  one  voice  was  raised  against 
giving  up  the  repeal  question.  And  now,  here  am  I,  Englishmen, 


(enthusiastic  cheers)-j-the  Princess  Victoria,  from  whom  we  expect  so 
much,  for  she  is,  indeed,  “  the  hope  x)f  the  country.”  Toast,  “  The 
Princess  Victoria,  the  hope  of  her  country.*’— Subsequently,  spirited 
speeches  were  delivered  by  Sir  George  Chetwynd,  the  members  for  the 
town  (Mr  Scholefield  and  Mr  Attwood),  and  Mr  Hume — During  Mr 
Attwood’s  speech,  Mr  O’Connell  arriv^,  and  was  welcomed  with  the 
moat  deafening  cheers  and  waving  of  handkerchiefs  as  he  made  bis  way 
to  the  principal  table. — Sir  William  Molesworth’s  health  was  coupled 
with  "  the  Ballot,”  and  that  honourable  baronet  returned  thanks  in  a 
spirited  speech. — The  Chairman,  in  appropriate  terms,  proposed  *<  Mr 
O’Connell,  and  peace,  justice,  and  prosperity  to  his  unhappy  country.” 
The  toast  was  drunk  with  the  greatest  enthusiasm,  and  amidst  the  most 
vehement  and  prolonged  cheering,  which  was  increased  to  such  an  ex¬ 
tent  when  Mr  O’Connell  presented  himself,  that  it  was  absolutely  im¬ 
possible  to  proceed  for  some  minutes. — As  soon  as  silence  was  restored, 
Mr  O’Connell  spoke  at  considerable  length,  enforcing  his  usual  topics 
with  great  energy  and  eloquence.  In  adverting  to  the  Church  question 
and  the  Protestant  Clergy  of  Ireland,  he  remarked  "  If  there  be  any 
religious  men,  ought  they  not  to  wish  to  convert  us  Papists?  It  was 
admirably  put  by  one  of  your  representatives,  the  other  day,  that  the  ig¬ 
norance  of  the  Papists  was  the  reason  why  they  did  not  become  good 
Protestants.  If  that  be  the  truth,  let  them  give  us  the  money  to  educate 
ourselves.  (Cheers.)  Let  them  put  an  end  to  the  ignorance.  Ob,  no; 
it  would  cost  them  what  they  consider  to  be  their  money.  They  prefer 
their  money  to  abolishing  ignorance,  and  disseminating  knowledge.  To 
be  sure  they  have  taken  an  odd  way  of  converting  us  Papists.  The  Pro¬ 
testant  clergyman  who  is  at  Bath,  or  Cheltenham,  or  in  France,  with  his 
coach  and  four  and  outriders,  •sends  for  the  tenth  potatoe  of  the  wretched 
peasant  in  Connaught.  What  to  do?  To  convince  him  of  the  8upe< 
riority  of  the  Protestant  religion  ;  and  when  the  peasant  demurs  a  little 
to  that  species  of  logic,  then  the  policeman  with  his  bayonet,  and  the 
cavalry  soldier  with  his  sword,  is  drawn  out,  and  Rathcormac  flows  with 
the  blood  of  the  widow’s  son.” — O’Connell  afterwards  dwelt  with  great 
effect  on  the  shocking  scenes  that  had  been  enacted  in  Ireland,  on  the 
victims  that  had  'been  offered  up  to  the  Tithe  Demon  ; — “  'They  are 
carrying  on,  at  the  very  hour  I  speak — they  are  ‘waking*  the  corpses, 
as  it  is  called — preparing  the  nightly  funeral  ceremonies  of  more  than  one 
wretched  man  who  has  perished  in  Ireland  within  the  last  ten  days— shot 
to  death  for  tithes.  (Shame,  shame.)  In  Limerick,  yesterday  week,  a 
widow’s  son— it  may  be  laughed  at,  to  be  sure,  by  the  'Tories — a  widow’s 
son,  who  supported  his  mother,  three  sisters,  and  an  idiot  brother,  upon 
his  daily  lalwur,  went  out  to  earn  the  wages  that  were  to  serve  for  their 
support  during  the  week  :  he  was  brought  home  a  blood-smeared  corse  to 
his  wretched  mother.  It  is  no  romance;  it  is  sad  reality;  and  the  poor 
widow  Slattery— even  her  name  may  become  the  subject  of  ridicule — has 
gone  mad,  screaming  through  the  country  on  the  subject  of  tithes.  Is 
this  thing  to  continue  in  the  name  of  religion  ?  (  Loud  cheers. )  English¬ 
men,  is  it  to  continue  ?  Brave  men  of  Birmingham,  shall  it  be  suffered 
to  last  ?  (Loud  cheers,  and  cries  of  *  No,  never  !’)”— Mr  O’Connell  then 
told  the  simple  tale  of  Bridget  Doyne,  of  Waterford.  “  This  child, 
eleven  years  old,  was  playing  with  her  little  comrades  about  the  cabin, 
when  the  old  grandfather  came  out.  He  was  blind,  and  the  only  enjoy* 
ment  of  his  life,  besides  listening  to  the  voices  of  his  grandcliildren,  was 
in  the  sunny  hour  of  the  day  to  take  a  walk,  led  by  one  of  tliein.  HU 
voice  was  heard,  calling  for  this  little  creature,  “  Ah,  do  not  mind  the  old 
man,’  said  her  playmates,  *  he  can  have  his  walk  by  and  bye.’  *  Oh, 
no  !’  said  the  girl,  *  grandfather  must  have  his  walk.”  She  took  him  by 
the  arm,  and  as  she  led  him  by  tho  side  of  a  sunny  bank  the  firing  com¬ 
menced  at  a  distance.  A  shot,  of  course  not  intended  for  her— she  had 
not  even  heard  the  firing— penetrated  to  the  girl’s  heart,  and  with  a  wild 
scream  she  fell  into  the  arms  of  the  old  blind  man.  And  these  scenes 
are  to  continue!  (Great  excitement,  and  cries  of  *  'Tliey  shall  not.’)” — 
At  the  conclusion  of  his  speech,  which  was  highly  effective,  the 
honourable  and  ^learned  gentleman  sat  down  amid  loud  and  entbu* 
chwrs,  which  continued  for  some  minutes.  My  O’Connell  gnd 
the  principal  guests  then  retired,  after  which  several  other  toasts  were 
proposed,  and  the  hilarity  of  the  evening  was  kept  up  till  a  late  hour.

Soon  afterwards  they  were  conveyed  to  the  castle  of 
St  Anton,  in  the  bay  of  Corunna,  and  the  most  ominous  place  of  con¬ 
finement  in  the  history  of  our  civil  broils,  where  they  arc,  I  lament  to 
say,  still  kept  in  close  custody,  and  exposed  to  the  severest  privations.” — 
The  Bishop  solicits  from  the  foreign  minister  his  interference  in  behalf  of 
these  **  illustrious  youths'*  on  the  following  ground: — “  'The  captives,  on 
whose  behalf  I  now  implore  your  Lordship’s  interference,  I  am  well  con¬ 
vinced  placed  their  entire  trust  in  the  efficacy  of  the  British  flag.  Their 
embarkation  was  a  spontaneous  act  of  their  'own  ;  and,  being  in  an 
unarmed  British  vessel,  they  had  by  English  gentlemen  been  assured 
that  they  were  perfectly  safe,  so  long  as  they  committed  no  act  of  hostility 
agsinst  the  existing  government  of  Spain,  and  continued  beyond  its 
maritime  jurisdiction.** — The  answer  of  Lord  Palmerston  is  a  peremp. 
tory  refusal  i— “  I  certainly  did  not  expect,”  says  his  Lordship,  “  that  an 
agent  of  the  Prince  who  i.ssued,  and  has  with  his  own  lips  avowed,  the 
proclamation  of  the  20th  of  June  last,  which  announced  that  no  quarter 
is  to  be  given  by  the  Carlist  troops  to  British  subjects,  should  have  askeil 
the  British  government  to  intercede  in  favour  of  adherents  of  Don  Car- 
los.  I  did  not  expect  to  hear  the  principles  of  humanity  and  the  pre¬ 
cepts  of  religion  invoked  by  the  representative  and  adviser  of  a  Prince 
who  has  prescribed  to  his  officers  and  soldiers  the  assassination  of  prisoners 
as  a  military  duty,  and  whose  generals  have  already  been  guilty  of  the 
deliberate  murder  of  geveral  British  subjects.** 

Sir  Edward  Sugden— This  gentleman  took  an  active  part  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Lambeth  Conservative  Association  on  Thursday  last. 
In  the  course  of  a  long  speech  he  thus  described  the  Conservative  creed :

the  same  time  were  ready  to  do  battle  for  the  rights  of  the  people  at  large. 
(Cheers.)  In  defending  the  rights  of  the  Crown,  and  the  peerage,  and 
the  church,  they  did  not  act  for  any  one  branch,  but  for  all  conjointly. 
He  certainly  would  never  take  a  part  in  any  measure  against  the  interests 
of  the  lower  orders,  for  he  had  sprung  from  the  lower  orders  himself 
(loud  cheering),  and  he  would  never  abandon  that  class.  (Continued 
cheering.)  One  of  the  first  and  greatest  objects  of  his  admiration  of  our 
happy  constitution  was,  that  the  humblest  of  its  members  might  by  indus¬ 
try  and  integrity  and  ability  rise  to  its  highest  honours.”  (Cheers.) 
Sir  Edward  Su^en  afterwards  commented  with  much  bitterness  on  the 
jobhing”system  of  the  Whigs,  and  on  **'the  fact  of  the  Government  hav¬ 
ing  left  the  business  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  so  long  in  arrear,  and 
then  on  their  having  made  the  Master  of  the  liolls  a  peer.  He  would 
ask  why  they  took  away  from  his  Court  a  judge  whose  whole  time  was 
not  too  much  for  the  discharge  of  his  important  functions,  and  added  to 
him  other  duties  which  roust  leave  his  judicial  duties  in  his  own  Court 
in  arrear?  This  was  a  matter  on  which  a  serious  explanation  would  be 
required  by  the  country.**  Another  passage  in  Sir  Edward’s  speech 
deserves  record.  He  is  speaking  of  the  House  of  Lords: — “  It  was  well 
known  that  in  the  late  general  election  the  country  sent  to  Parliament 
more  Conservatives  than  Whigs.  There  was,  however,  a  third  party, 
which,  by  jobbing  with  the  Whigs,  gave  a  preponderance  to  that  party, 
and  thus  in  effect  left  the  mass  of  the  wealth,  respectability,  and  intelli¬ 
gence  of  the  country  unrepresented.  How  did  the  Lords  act  on  that 
occasion?  They  acted  as  the  representatives  of  those  who  were 
not  in  effect  represented  in  the  House  of  Commons,  but  they  would 
have  been  powerless  in  their  act  if.  they  had  not  been  supported  by  those 
whom,  in  reality,  they  represented — the  great  mass  of  the  wealth,  respec¬ 
tability,  and  intelligence  of  the  country.  (  Cheers. )  7*Ac  Lords  in  fact 
were  powerless  for  evil,  but  they  were  powerful  for  yood,  for  they  were  tup^ 
ported  by  the  country,  ( Cheers. )  To  talk  therefore  ^  a  reform  in  the

The  New  Poor  Law. — In  consequence  of  the  recent  occurrencb 
some  shocking  cases  of  starvation,  Mr  Chadwick  has  addressed  a  letter, 
written  by  direction  of  the  Commissioners,  to  Mr  Higgs,  iho  Coroner, 
informing  him  that  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  extends  such  protec¬ 
tion  as  the  law  can  give  to  the  ignorant  and  destitute  ;  and  that  more¬ 
over,  in  the  new  authority,  additional  security  is  gained  for  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  law  by  ignorant  or  negligent  officers.  \\e  quote  the  pas¬ 
sage: — “The  Commissioners  direct  me  to  state  for  your  intormation, 
that  by  law  the  overseers  of  the  poor  are  still  responsible  as  heretofore 
for  giving  relief  to  persons  in  a  state  of  destitution.  By  the  o4th  section 
of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act  (a  copy  of  which  I  transmit  to  you), 
the  overseer  is  required,  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  *  to  give  such  tem¬ 
porary  relief  as  each  case  shall  require,  in  articles  of  absolute  necessity, 
but  not  in  money,  and  whether  the  applicant  for  relief  be  settled  in  the 
parbh  where  he  shall  apply  for  relief  or  not,  provided  always  that  in  case 
such  overseer  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  give  such  necessary  relief,  in  any 
such  case  of  necessity,  to  poor  persons  not  settled  nor  usually  residing  in 
the  parish  to  which  such  overseer  belongs,  it  shall  and  may  lie  lawful  to 
a;id  for  any  justice  of  the  peace  to  order  the  said  over.seer,  by  writing 
under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  give  such  temporary  relief  in  articles  of 
absolute  necessity  as  the  case  shall  require,  but  not  in  money.’  Should 
the  overseer  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  relief  in  such  cases,  a  penalty  is 
specially  provided  for  the  refusal,  independent  of  the  former  and  ordi¬ 
nary  remedy  of  indictment.  Necessary  relief  was  all  that  could  legally 
be  given  to  the  pauper  before  the  passing  of  the  act,  and  to  necessary 
relief  under  the  act  he  .still  remains  entitled:  the  responsibilities  for 
neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  officers  entrusted  with  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  relief  are  increased  by  the  act,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Com¬ 
missioners  provide  additional  facilities  for  the  relief  of  those  who  are 
proper  objects.” 

Colonial  Affairs. — have  often  alluded  to  the  cruelties  and  acts 
of  injustice  which  have  been  perpetrated  towards  the  natives  of  South 
Africa  by  British  subjects  in  Cape  colony.  A  thorough  reform  in  our 
colonial  system,  as  regards  the  treatment  of  the  aborigines  in  British 
settlements,  has  been  long  required,  and  it  affords  us  great  satisfaction  to 
be  able  to  state,  that  to  the  effecting  of  such  reform  Lord  Gleneig  has 
sedulously  and  successfully  directed  his  attention.  ^Vith  respect  to  the 
new  colony  of  South  Australia,  arrangements  have  already  been  com¬ 
pleted  under  which  the  settlers  will  occupy  the  waste  lands  of  that  exten¬ 
sive  region  without  invading  the  rights  of  the  native  inhabitants.  A 
protector  of  the  aborigines  will  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  will  l>e  not 
only  to  secure  to  the  natives  the  unmolested  occupancy  of  the  lands  over 
which  they  may  possess  proprietary  rights,  but  also  to  communicate  to 
them  such  useful  instruction  as  may  be  calculated  to  draw  them  within 
the  pale  of  Christian  civilization.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
colonization,  the  arts  and  industry  of  Europe  will  extend  through  savage 
lands  without  waging  a  war  of  extermination  against  the  alioriginal  inha¬ 
bitants.— G/o6c.——'rhe  Morning  Chronicle  says: — “The  Order  in 
Council  for  erecting  the  territory  of  South  Australia  into  a  British  pro¬ 
vince  has  been  settled  by  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown,  and  has  been  for¬ 
warded  to  Brighton  for  his  Majesty’s  sanction.  'J'he  new  colony  will  be 
gazetted  forthwith.”

'I'he  Paris  juurnaU  of  Tuesday  furnish  us  with  an  account  of  the 
procvcflingt  in  some  uf  the  bureaux  or  committees  of  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies,  fruin  which  it  may  he  inferred  that  any  well-regulated  plan  for 
the  reduction  of  the  o  per  Cents,  is  likely  to  meet  with  strong  siip- 
l>ort  in  the  French  Legislature.  On  Monday  la.st  the  1st  and  4th  bureau 
elected  their  commissioners  for  the  budget ;  and  out  of  the  eight  deputies 
NO  chosen  only  two  are  opposed  to  the  conversion  of  that  species  of  rente. 
In  the  Dill  bureau  .M.  Humann  made  a  long  statement  in  justification  of 
bis  views  on  this  subjecL — lie  pointed  out  the  deficits  in  the  revenue 
which  the  budgets  of  late  years  had  shown  to  exist;  and  to  supply  which 
recourse  was  necessarily  had  to  extraordinary  votes  of  credit,  and  declared 
his  runviction,  that  though  the  budget  for  1837  exhibited  an  apparent 
surplus  of  there  would,  in  reality,  exist  a  deficit  of  about 

17,(XM),0D()f.  It  was  fur  this  reason  that  he  thought  it  wise,  by  reducing 
the  interest  uf  the  debt,  to  diminish  the  expenditure  of  the  State.  M. 
Humann  subsequently  proceeded  to  declare  that  he  drew  up  a  plan  of  his 
project,  and  gave  it  tfo  months  .igo  to  ^he  President  of  the  Council, 
supported  by  arguments  far  more  positive  and  energetic  than  those  em¬ 
ployed  at  tlic  Tribune  of  the  Chainlier.  Thus  his  ideas  were  known,  and 
his  declaration  of  them  some  days  back  could  not  have  come  so  unexpect¬ 
edly  as  was  said.  Moreover,  he  added,  that  did  circumstances  continue 
favourable,  he  had  hoped  that  the  operation  of  his  plan  would  have  coni- 
xnenced  in  September  next.  After  the  President  of  the  Council  had  had 
communication  of  the  plan,  he  replied  by  no  means  in  the  samfi  language 
or  terms  which  he  made  use  of  before  the  Chamber  the  other  day.  He 
only  said  that  the  difficulties  of  the  American  question  rendered  it  inex¬ 
pedient  to  enter  upon  such  a  scheme  then ;  that  public  opinion  ought  to 
be  sounded  and  prepared  for  it ;  and  that  it  ought  to  be  adjourned  to 
another  session.  **  'J'his  language  and  intent,"  said  M.  Humann,  **  far 
from  proiiibiting  any  mention  of  the  subject,  rendered  such  mention  use¬ 
ful  and  imperative.  But  had  the  President  of  the  Council  spoken  to  me 
the  same  worda  which  he  spoke  on  Monday  to  the  Chamber,  I  should 
have  instantly  resigned,  and  carried  my  convictions  with  me  out  of  the 
Cabinet."-. Portions  of  this  statement  have  lieen  denied  by  M.  de  Broglie, 
and  reiterated  by  M.  Humann.  How  the  matter  is  to  end,  so  far  as  the 


personal  question  is  concerned,  it  would  be  difficult  to  say,  but  it  is  cer¬ 
tain  that  M.  Ilumann’s  statement  was  listened  to  in  his  bureau  with

vote  caused  considerable  irritation,  as  it  evinced  an  apparent  majority  for 
the  Torenists.  M.  Arguelles,  for  the  Commission,  proposed  to  withdraw 
the  entire  of  the  project;  but  this  M.  Martin  de  Los  Ileros,  Home 
Minister,  would  not  permit.  The  orators  of  the  Torenists  interfering, 
the  different  sides  of  the  Chanilier  gave  way  to.  passion,  and  but  for  the 
cool  and  commanding  conduct  of  the  President,  M.  Isturilz,  unpleasant 
conseijucnccs  might  have  followed.  He  at  last  adjourned  the  sitting. 
On  the  ensuing  day,  the  loth,  M.  Mcndizabal  adroitly  terminated  the 
dispute  by  adopting  direct  election. 

The  next  point  of  attack  chosen  by  the  new  Opposition  was  against  the 
article  which  forms  the  electoral  body  of  the  highest  tax-payers.  M. 
Martinez  de  la  Rosa  declared  the  system  of  a  fixed  cem^  or  quota,  as 
much  preferable.  Here,  however,  after  some  sharp  discussion,  the  Oppo¬ 
sition  failed,  and  the  Ministerial  plan  was  voted.  The  next  clause  which 
came  to  be  discussed  was  that  admitting  professional  men  to  vote,  by 
right  of  what  the  French  call  copacite.  Against  this  clause  the  Torenist 
Opposition  seems  to  have  mustered  its  utmost  strength.  The  debate 
respecting  it  commenced  on  the  17th,  and  continued  on  the  18th.  M. 
Perpignan  first  spoke  against  the  clause,  and  attacked  professions  in 
general,  as  at  once  revolutionary  and  retrograde.  Licentiates  and  doctors 
of  theology  he  stigmatized  as  the  former,  and  lawyers  as  the  latter.  M. 
Lopez  having  defended  professional  men,  and  asked  whether  property 
monopolized  intelligence? — M.  Belda  resumed,  and  continued  the  invec¬ 
tives  of  his  colleague  (Perpignan).  The  Chamber,  he  said,  contained 
51  landed  proprietors,  51  military  functionaries,  44  lawyers,  17  merchants, 
and  the  rest  civil  functionaries.  Popular  feeling  was  somewhat  excited 
by  the  subject  in  debate;  and  M.  Martinez  de  la  Hosa,  who  bad  an¬ 
nounced  his  intention  pf  speaking  against  the  admission  of  professions  to 
vote,  was  menaced,  and  threatened  at  his  peril  to  attend  the  Chamber. 
He  went  nevertheless,  and  on  foot.  The  Government  had  taken  pre¬ 
cautions,  but  the  ex-Minister  met  with  no  molestation. 


A  sharp  engagement  took  place  near  Vittoria  between  the  Carlist 
troops  and  the  forces  of  the  Queen’s  Government  on  the  16th  and  17tli 
inst.  According  to  the  accounts  of  this  affair  yet  published,  however, 
the  victory  appears  to  be  claimed  by  both  parties.

eooceived.  Her  fondest  hopes  were  blasted  in  an  instant,  and  from  a  state  of 
delightful  anticipation  she  was  plung^  into  a  gulph  of  despair.  She  is  now 
Ifi^  extremely  ill,  and  for  several  days  past  has  not  swallowed  a  particle  of 
fooA,  This  rooming,  for  the  first  time,  a  flood  of  tears  came  to  her  relief,  and 
she  is  now  better.” 

The  measures  of  punishment  resorted  to  by  the  authorities  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  those  excesses,  seem  to  be  conceived  in  a  spirit  singularly  resem¬ 
bling  the  excesses  themselves.  We  take  the  following  statement  of  the 
substance  of  the  last  advices  from  the  Timet.  It  is  difficult  to  believe 
that  we  are  reading  of  the  once  **  illustrious  Mina  ” : — 

« Although  public  tranquillity  had  not  again  been  disturbed  in  Etarceluna, 
there  were  various  indications,  such  as  placards,  meetings,  &c.,  of  some  inten¬ 
tion  to  try  a  new  experiment  at  sedition.  General  Mina,  however,  was  doing 
his  utmost  to  get  the  better  of  the  evil-disposed,  whose  number  was  by  no 
means  inconsiderable.  But  whether  the  means  adopted  with  that  view  are  not 
as  likely  to  provoke  new  attempts  at  disorder  as  to  put  it  out  of  the  power  of 
the  disaffected  to  make  any,  is  a  question  which  we  should  be  rather  at  a  loss 
to  answer,  jtidging  of  things  as  we  do  at  this  distance.  The  means  resorted 
to  by  Mina,  however,  will  appear  to  our  countrymen  to  partake  of  the  purest 
despotism.  Military  courts-martial  are  to  sit  permanently,  and  to  try  all  de¬ 
scriptions  of  persons  tutpected  of  an  intention  of  disturbing  the  public  peace, 
or  even  uttertng  any  cry  in  the  streets  which  may  be  deemed  seaitious.  The 
sentence  of  death  is  not  to  be  spared,  and  no  time  is  to  be  lost  in  putting  it 
into  execution.  These  and  other  measures  of  extreme  severity  on  tne  part  of 
Mina  may  have  appeared  sufficiently  excusable,  nnder  the  circumstances,  to 
the  friends  of  order  in  Barcelona.  But  not  so  the  revival  by  him  of  a  bull  of 
the  Pope,  by  which  leave  was  given  to  the  Barcelonians  to  eat  meat  during 
Lent.  This  bull  had  long  since  fallen  into  disuse,  and  the  inhabitants  helped 
themselves  to  meat,  when  they  had  a  mind,  without  a  special  permit  from 
Rome.  Not  a  little  surprise  was  excited  by  the  old  practice  being  suddenly  re¬ 
vived,  and  that,  too,  through  the  soi-disant  Liberal,  General  Mina  !  ” 

The  Portuguese  Chambers  have  formally  commenced  their  session.  In  the 
sitting  of  the  9th,  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  a  note  was  read  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  announcing  that  her  Majesty  had  selected  from 
the  list  of  candidates  Senor  Carvalho  for  President,  and  Senor  Pereira  do 
Cariiio,  for  Vice-President.  In  the  sitting  of.  the  I2th,  the  Secretary 
read  several  declarations  from  deputies  who  renounced  their  allowances 
as  deputies,  or,  holding  other  offices,  gave  up  the  emoluments  arising 
from  them  so  long  as  they  should  act  as  deputies.  The  President  (not 
holding  another  office)  gives  up  half  his  salary  as  President.  It  is  thought 
that  the  ministry  will  find  themselves  utterly  unable  to  hold  through  the 
session. 


'The  advices  from  Mexico  are  of  the  most  unfavourable  description  ; 
Santa  Anna  is  set  round  with  difficulties.  The  State  of  Tamaulipas,  of 
which  Tampico  is  the  seaport,  is  in  a  state  of  complete  insurrection 
against  the  central  government.  General  Mejia  has  made  a  descent  on 
Tampico,  unsuccessful  so  far  as  regards  the  town,  but  successful  as  occu¬ 
pying  a  position  at  the  month  of  the  Tampico  river,  commanding  the 
sea  approach  to  it.  It  does  not  appear  that  Mejia  is  in  sufficient  force 
for  the  accomplishment  of  his  enterprise,  but  the  attention  necessary  to 
his  subduement  is  thus  withdrawn  from  tlie  Texas  insurrection,  and  it  is 
very  certain  that  the  Americans  will  take  full  advantage  of  it.  It  is  not 
.said  that  there  has  been  any  concert  on  the  part  of  the  Texians  with 
General  IMejia.  General  Austin,  son  of  the  founder  of  the  colony,  has 
been  dispatched  to  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to 
carry  on  the  war,  although  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  Texian  security  he 
can  offer  at  present.  In  the  midst  of  all  those  difficulties,  the  Mexican 
government  is  preparing  for  contingencies  after  the  approved  fashion.

SATUllDAY  NIGHT, 

We  observe,  in  the  Wolverhampton  Chronicle^  fresh  evidence  of  the 
excellent  spirit  which  animates  the  country.  On  Tuesd»y  a  great  dinner 
was  given  in  Wolverhampton,  as  a  testimony  of  approbation  of  the  Parlia¬ 
mentary  conduct  of  Messrs  Thorneby  and  Villicrs.  Richard  Fryer, 
Esq.,  one  of  the  late  members  for  the  borough,  occupied  the  chair  on 
the  occasion  ;  and  the  reception  given  to  the  representatives  by  the 
company  was  of  the  most  gratifying  description.  The  speeches  were 
excellent.  Mr  Villiers  w'as  unfortunately  absent  a  great  portion  of  the 
evening,  in  consequence  of  a  sudden  illness,  hut  lie  recoveretl  so  far 
before  the  evening  closed  as  to  he  able  to  return  and  address  his  friends 
with  much  spirit  and  effect.  We  take  the  following  passage  from  h’s 
speech  •  — 


Parliament  wa.s  now  no  longer  the  retreat  of  the  idle  and  the  corrupt : 
the  {)eople  had  roused  themselves  into  vigilance,  aud  received  no  test  of  public 
principle  but  public  conduct.  The  people  now  demanded  and  must  have  reform 
in  reality,  ami  were  not  to  be  amused  by  interested  parties  doling  out  change, 
but  hoping  to  retain  abuse.  Although  in  the  last  session  of  Parliament  much 
had  been  done  in  the  cause  of  reform,  yet  much  remaiuded  to  be  done.  Mu¬ 
nicipal  Reform  for  England  had  been  gained ;  the  |>ower  had  been  wrested 
from  the  evil-doers  and  restored  to  the  rightful  owners — the  people.  The 
cor{K>rations  of  Ireland  had  yet  to  be  purified;  intelligence  had  yet  to  be  ex¬ 
tended;  the  taxes  had  yet  to  be  taken  oft'  knowledge;  for  it  was  by  such 
means  alone  that  the  institutions  and  laws  of  the  country  could  be  fitted  to  the 
wants  of  the  people.  The  lesson  that  had  lieen  taught  to  the  Irish  during 
seven  centuries  was,  that  all  is  to  be  gained  by  turbulence  and  nothing  by 
confidence;  for  they  had  had  hitherto  nothing  to  promote  that  confidence  but 
the  words  of  oppressors  and  the  hearts  of  Orangemen.” 

—  Tlie  CoirnVr  copies  the  following  paragraph  in  explanation  of  certain 
allusions  in  the  Standard  the  other  evening,  with  a  few  remarks  which 
we  have  subjoined: — **  Mr  Walter,  the  member  for  Berkshire,  has  been 
entrusted  with  a  petition  from  the  county  of  Carlow,  calling  for  inquiry 
into  the  Raphael  and  O’Connell  job,  signed  by  a  body  of  electors,  com¬ 
prising  an  immense  proportion  of  the  wealth  and  respectability  of  the 
county.** — Old  England. — Mr  Walter,  then,  we  presume,  is  the  gentle¬ 
man  **  of  great  political  experience  and  of  considerable  talent,”  who  is  to 
impeach  Mr  O'Connell.  We  should  like  to  he  present  when  Mr 
O’Connell  replies.  We  should  hope,  however,  now  that  the  secret  has 
transpired,  that  the  public  will  not  be  malicious  enough  to  suppose  that 
the  impeachment  is  volunteered,  or  that  the  language  of  the  Timss 
has  been  at  all  influenced  in  consequence  of  the  line  which  Mr 
O’Connell  applied  to  Mr  Walter  towards  the  close  of  the  session, 
which  the  public  rememliers ;  though,  no  doubt,  it  rankles  not  in  the 
memory  of  the  hon.  member  for  Berkshire. 

—  The  Globs  of  this  evening  supplies  some  news  from  the  seat  of  war 
in  Spain,  which,  if  authentic,  is  disastrous  to  the  cause  of  the  Queen.  It 
is  dated  half-past  3  this  afternoon  :~— 

^  We  have  just  received  the  French  papers  of  Thursday.  An  article  dated 
Bayonne,  the  23d  inst.,  says  that  on  the  RHIi  and  17th  the  troops  of  the 
Queen  retreated  part  on  Vittoria,  part  on  the  villages  of  Marieta,  Nanclarex. 
and  Ullibarri  de  Gamboa ;  according  to  the  latest  accounts  the  Christinoe  had 
abandoned  Marieta,  directing  their  retreat  upon  Vittoria.  The  works  which 
they  had  commenced  erecting  at  Villareal  de  Alava  were  destroyed  during  the 
action  by  the  Carlists,  who  took  possession  of  the  muskets  and  other  munitions 
left  on  the  field  of  battle.  The  Queen’s  artillery  would  have  fallen  into  the 
hands  of  the  enemy  had  not  Cordova  ordered  their  hasty  retreat.  The  Chief 
of  the  Staff  (it  is  not  stated  whether  of  the  Christines  or  Carlists)  states  tiuit 
the  Queen's  troops  lost  more  than  a  thousand  men,  and  that  upwards  of  six 
hui^red  wounded  had  entered  Vittoria.  The  Foreign  Legion,  it  is.addad. 
which  was  opposed  to  the  3d  battalion  of  Navarre  ana  2d  of  Castilla,  suffered 
roach  in  the  extraordinary  efforts  it  made  to  save  the  rest  of  the  army  from 
total  destmetton.”

An  express  arrived  this  morning  from  Madrid.  In  the  Chamber  of 
Prooeres,  on  the  22nd  inst.,  a  very  stormy  diteussion  took  place  on  the 
occasion  of  the  following  address,  which  it  war  propoeed  to  present  to  the 
Crown  relative  to  the  riots  at  Barcelona:—.

The  Brussels  correspondent  of  the  Morning  Chronicle  spe^iksof  Mr  H. 
Bulwer's  official  exertions  there  in  terms  of  the  highest  pritse  : — **  Of 
all  European  nations  England  is  the  only  one  which  is  inti  rested  in  main¬ 
taining  the  independence  of  Belgium.  She  is  the  only  one  who  must 
conscientiously  and  disinterestedly  desire  to  see  her  strong  and  flourishing, 
'riiis  fact  seems  hitherto  not  to  liave  been  fully  understood,  or  we  should 
not  have  seen  the  Belgian  Government  and  Legislature  invariably 
turning  its  eyes  towards  France  and  neglecting  England,  or,  at  all  events, 
not  evincing  that  readiness  to  co-operate  in  those  general  measures  which 
arc  honestly  proposed  for  the  advantage  of  both.  The  zeal  with  which 
Mr  Henry  Bulwer  pursues  this  grand  object  gives  him  an  additional 
claim  to  the  confidence  of  his  constituents  and  the  Engliah  public  ;  and 
we  venture  to  prognosticate  that  if  his  Parliamentary  dulies  do  not  call 
him  hence,  we  shall  see  various  changes  effected,  for  which  he  will  merit 
the  good-will  of  the  Belgians  as  much  as  that  of  his  own  countrymen. 
Wa  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  negotiation  for  the  free  transmission 
of  public  journals  to  and  from  England  is  in  very  satisfactory  progress, 
and  that  ere  long  the  English  residents  in  this  country  will  be  able  to  re¬ 
ceive  their  papers  without  those  charges  which  now  almost  amount  to 
prohibition.’* 

New  York  papers  bring  the  report  agreed  to  by  the  committee  appointed 
by  Congress  in  reference  to  the  late  disastrous  fire.  We  observe  that  the 
loss  is  thus  stated; — “  Tlie  loss  which  has  been  sustained  in  buildings, 
including  several  public  edifices,  is  supposed  to  be  about  674.  Among 
them  immense  ranges  of  capacious  and  valuable  stores  and  warehousta 
have  been  levelled  to  the  dust,  and  nearly  1,000  mercantile  firms  dislodged. 
Th^  firms  employed,  as  is  estimated,  from  3,500  to  4,000  clerks, 
besides  cartmen,  porters,  and  labourers,  many  of  whom  depend  for  support 
upon  their  daily  and  monthly  earnings.  The  total  amount  of  property 
destroyed  is  believed  to  be  from  18,000,000  to  20,000,000  of  dollars.  The 
fire  burnt  over  an  area  of  52  acres,  comprising  a  densely-built  and  ex- 
clusively-mereantile  portion  of  the  city,  and  destroyed  all  a  ithin  that 
compass  except  three  or  four  buildings.”— The  fullowiug  several  bills  were 
toported  by  the  committee,  in  tbe  confident  belief  that  their  passage  would 
enable  the  oily  of  New  York  to  retrieve  in  e  great  measure  ita  losses,  and 
to  retun  its  commercial  relations  in  full  activity  :— **  1.

ACCIDENTS  AND  OFFENCES. 

Dreadful  Calamity  at  Rotherhithe. — On  Friday  afternoon,  be¬ 
tween  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one  o’clock,  a  funnel  chimney,  recently  erected 
in  the  cement  works  of  Mr  Pearson,  in  Church  street,  Rotherhithe,  tell  down, 
mid  the  aoridant  waa  attended  with  the  most  disastrous  consequences.  It  ap- 
penra  IhnI  Uie  erection  of  the  chimney,  which  has  lieea  going  on  during  the 
winter^  tnd  was  raised  to  the  height  of  eighty  feet,  was  only  completed  on 
Wndneadny  morning,  when  the  workmen  celebrated  the  event  in  the  usual 
mnnnnr,  by  hoisting  Bags  and  drinking  beer  on  the  tup  of  the  building.  Directly 
afterwards  they  began  to  take  down  the  scaffolding  erected  about  the  exterior 
of  the  chimney,  and  on  Friday  they  had  just  finished  this  part  of  their  work, 
whea  the  fabric  was  observed  to  totter,  and  immediately  after  the  whole  edifice 
fell  towards  the  eouth-east  with  a  most  tremeodons  crash  on  the  house  of  Mr 
Commll,  a  tailor  and  draper  in  Church  street,  wliich  was  in  aa  instaot,  with 
tim  exception  of  two  rooms  in  the  front  of  the  road,  reduced  to  a  heap  of  ruins, 
every  pi^  of  furniture  in  the  efiartmenU  in  the  rear  of  the  house  beiog 
brokea  to  pieces.  Mrs  Connell  had  only  a  minute  before  left  her  bedroom,  and 
had  jast  reached  the  end  of  the  stairs  on  the  first  floor,  when  the  chimaey 
fUl.  She  whh  difficulty  escaped  with  her  life  and  rushed  into  the  street  with 
her  husband  and  family.  Their  Ions  in  furniture,  independent  of  the  destruc- 
tkmof  thotr  heme,  is  eetiasated  at  dOtU.  Several  men  were  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  thn  ehimnoy  wboo  it  foil.  Labourers  were  instantly  set  to  work  to 
ramoee  Um  hrieks,  and  in  a  short  time  the  body  of  a  bricklayer,  named  Simon 
Holaad,  waa  dug  out  of  tha  ruias.  The  workmen  pursued  tlieir  labours,  and 
aaother  bmb,  a^ed  Haggerty,  was  discovarad,  very  seriously  iuiured.  He 
ashihilad  some  signs  of  and  was  sent  to  one  ot  tha  Dorougn  hospitals, 
wheto  ho  died  last  aighL  Thraa  other  laboureri^  received  very  serious  con- 
laaiima.  They  were  removed  to  the  Torbay  jpublic- house,  where  every  atten- 
tioo  waa  paid  them,  aad  were  afterwards  earned  to  their  homes.  It  is  feared 
timt  aoalkar  man  is  still  uader  tha  rains.

admission  of  company  ta  these  balls.  On  this,  the  Times  very  properly 
marks : — The  Duchess  should  have  apologized  to  the  ladiea,  who,  Dainf 
furnished  with  her  ticket,  could  not  have  contemplated  being  turned  away  as 
unfit  for  the  society  assembled.” 

Lamentable  Catastbophe. — On  Monday  evening,  about  8  o*cloek, 
Manchester  was  thrown  into  consternation  by  the  report  (which  is  to  a  cartaia 
extent  proved  to  be  but  too  correct)  that  a  chapel  belonging  to  tha  Wealayan 
Methodist  Association  (better  known,  perhaps,  a§  the  adherents  of  Dr 
Warren)  had  suddenly  fallen  down,  uid  tnat  many  were  killed  and  wonadad. 
The  place  was  crammed  to  suffocation.  Great  numbers  were  toon  on  tha 
spot ;  it  was,  ia  fact,  for  a  long  time  impossible  to  get  near  it,  so  as  to  atcer<* 
tain  with  anything  like  correctness  the  loss  of  life  and  the  nomber  of  persons 
injured.  In  the  mean  time  the  groans  and  the  shrieks,  and  the  wailings  were 
most  heart-rending.  The  chapel  (^  tabernacle”  is  the  name  given  to  it)  is 
situate  in  Oldham  road,  and  was  lent  for  the  evening  for  the  purpose  of  a^o- 
cating  temperance  societies.  Perhaps  on  no  occasion  were  there  ever  so  many 
within  its  walls,  (in  a  minute  examination  of  the  premises  to-day,  it  aposars 


that  a  principal  bearing  beam  had  snapped  asunder,  which  seemed  surpruif^ 
as  its  contents  were  10^  inches  by  8^  inches,  and  was  supported  by  twopillare, 
thus  making  the  spaces  only  7^  feet  On  further  examination,  however,  it  ap¬ 
peared  as  though  the  foundation  on  which  the  pillars  (of  timber)  were  fixed  must 
nave  given  away,  as  the  ground  was  very  wet  and  clayey.  The  foists  were 
laid  longitudinally,  the  length  way  of  the  chapel,  and  not  having  sufficient  hold 
or  bearing  in  the  wall,  drew  out  on  the  beam  breaking;  the  floor  fell, and  with 
it  100  or  200  persons  were  precipitated  into  the  cdlar,  and,  of  course,  one 
upon  another.  As  yet  only  two  persons  (females)  are  dead,  and  another 
seriously,  though  not  dangerously,  wounded.  A  detail  of  the  bruises  and 
contusions  would  be  endless.
